Pay Victim’s

HOUSTON - A jury has returned a 
verdict of $10.5 million in civil dam¬ 
ages against one of ten Texas men 
involved in the killing of a man 
because he was believed to be gay. 

Houston banker Paul Broussard 
was killed after he left a gay bar on 
July 4, 1991. Ten men were convicted 
of criminal offenses stemming from 
the killing, and received sentences 
ranging from probation to prison. 

Brian Spake, 21, was ordered on 
Thursday, May 19 to pay Broussard’s 
family for gross negligence in causing 
Broussard’s death. His attorney, Gary 
Oncken, said a decision will be made 
later on whether to appeal. 

Jurors failed to reach a verdict on 
co-defendant Jeffrey Valentine, 21. He 
told the court he remained by one of 
the cars and did not participate in the 
attack. 

A Houston state district judge 
accepted the partial verdict after 
jurors remained deadlocked for three 
days of deliberations on Valentine, 

The lawsuit was filed on behalf of 
Broussard’s mother, Nancy Rodriguez 
of Atlanta. ▼ 


SF Doc Blames 
Monetary

Economic policies of the World 
Bank and the International Monetary 
Fund may have contributed to the 
spread of HIV infection in poor and 
developing countries, according to a 
leading UCSF AIDS researcher. 

Peter Lurie, M.D., MPH, a 
researcher at the UCSF Center for 
AIDS Pre¬ 

vention Stu¬ 
dies (CAPS), 
stated his 

opinion - and 
kicked off an 
international 
furor - in an 
article in the 
May 19 issue 
of the journal 
AIDS. 

Lurie told

the Bay Area 
Reporter that 
- HIV preven¬ 
tion efforts 
have often overlooked the socio-eco¬ 
nomic factors of AIDS. 

“If we are serious about stemming 
this global epidemic, everything - 
including these ‘sacred cow’ econom¬ 
ic programs - will have to be on the

Candlelight Marcher 
Found Dead In Hayes Valley 


Mill Valley man 
may have died in 
robbery attempt

The stub of a white candle 
found in the pocket of a man 
shot to death Sunday, May 21 has 
led authorities to believe the vic¬ 
tim attended the annual Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Candlelight Me¬ 
morial earlier that evening. 


The body of 44-year-old Mill Valley 
resident William O’Shea was found in the 
carport area of 298 Ivy Street in the Hayes 
Valley neighborhood. He had been shot 
once, according to police homicide 
inspector Alex Fagan, and was identified 
by his fingerprints. 

Although details of the homicide are 
sketchy at press time, a woman who was 
visiting the area at the time of the shooting 
told the Bay Area Reporter she was “cele¬ 
brating a birthday and eating cake and lis¬ 
tening to music” when she heard what 
“sounded like a gunshot or maybe a car 
backfiring. 

“When we left to go home, that’s when 
we realized there were police cars outside 
and that a portion of the alley had been 


taped off with police tape. 

“He had been shot in the head. I could 
see the pool of blood coming out of that 
general area,” she said. 

Police believe that robbery is a possible 
motive. Other witnesses have reported 
seeing a young male run from the area 
where O’Shea was shot, according to 
Fagan. That person reportedly met up with 
a group of other young men across Gough 
Street, and then fled. 

Ben Carlson, deputy director of the 
group that sponsored the march, 
Mobilization Against AIDS, said it an 
“awful irony” that O’Shea might have left 
the vigil memorial service just a few 
blocks away from Ivy Street shortly before

Missing Starlite 
Records Found 
In Jenkins Search 

Felony embezzlement 
charges may follow

On Monday, May 15 California Public Utilities 
Commission investigators served an additional search war¬ 
rant on Albert F. (Al) Jenkins, former owner of the now- 
defunct Starlite Moving and Storage, and found 300 freight 
bills that Jenkins had previously said were unavailable, 
stashed in a rental unit at Crocker’s Lockers in the SoMa dis¬ 
trict. 

Curtis Jung, an investigator with CPUC, said he believed 
the search would produce property that was stolen or embez¬ 
zled, used as the means of committing a felony, or tended to 
show that a felony has been committed. It did not, however, 
produce items identifiable as belonging to Lawrence 
Gibbons, an alleged victim who has told investigators 
approximately $45,000 of his belongings disappeared from 
storage at Starlite. 

Gibbons told investigators he discovered the problem 
when he read a March Bay Area Reporter article about 
Starlite going out of business. He said he had 2,750 pounds 
of furniture, valuable artwork, and personal belongings 
stored at Starlite since July, 1994. He provided CPUC with a 
list of the missing belongings, which he said he last saw in 
January. 

“Gibbons was extremely upset to find he was never noti¬ 
fied about Starlite shutting down, nor was he given any 
opportunity to recover his property,” Jung said. 

Jenkins had told investigators he sold his moving and stor¬ 
age business to his former employee, Kent Sato. However, 
Sato told investigators he never signed a contract, and esti¬ 
mated that as many as 50 percent of Starlite’s customers may 
not have been contacted about their storage when the busi¬ 
ness shut down. Investigators say many of those affected by 
the outcome are gay and lesbian people who responded to 
advertising that Jenkins, a gay man, placed in the gay press. 

Investigators filed an affidavit with Municipal Court Judge 
Herbert Donaldson last month in support of warrants to 
search Jenkins’s home and business locations, including the 
Galleon Restaurant, in which they charged that Jenkins com¬ 
mitted larceny by accepting money from customers under the 
pretense that he was a state licensed and insured mover, and 
that he “operated and advertised as a mover without CPUC 
authority or insurance, and [with] false, misleading advertis¬ 
ing.” 

Jung told the court that, in his opinion, Jenkins failed to

Speak Up for a Queer Child

Training begins Thursday, June 8 for dedicated 
volunteers in the San Francisco Court Appointed 
Special Advocate Program (SF CASA). 

The special advocate program is looking for a 
few good bisexual, lesbian, and gay men and 
women who can empathize with the difficulties of 
growing up queer in a straight house and provide a 
positive role model. 

SF CASA seeks the support and commitment of 
people to help the lesbian and gay youth in our 
community who are truly in need of help. “Half of 
all lesbian and gay youth interviewed [by the 
Hetrick-Martin Institute in New York] report that 
their parents rejected them due to their sexual ori¬ 
entation,” according to SF CASA staff. 

Nearly 4,000 of San Francisco’s children have 
been removed from their homes because of abuse, 
neglect, or abandonment and placed under juris¬ 
diction of the Juvenile Dependency Court. “CASA 
volunteers provide a wide range of badly needed 
service to children for whom, in their earliest 
years, personal disaster has been a fact of everyday 
life,” according to the program’s recruitment coor¬ 


dinator Tyrell Jackson. 

“The presence of a CASA volunteer provides 
support and acceptance. CASA volunteers, acting 
in the best interest of the child, are the child’s voice 
in court,” Jackson said. 

“SF CASA trains volunteers to advocate on 
behalf of children in Dependency Court. The 
CASA volunteers serve as one-on-one advocates 
for the child to whom they are assigned. The goal 
is to provide a stable and consistent adult figure for 
each youth. In an overburdened and impersonal 
legal system where social workers and attorneys 
handle hundreds of cases, the input of a CASA 
volunteer can be invaluable,” he added. 

SF CASA strongly encourages gay, lesbian, and 
bisexual people to lend helping hands to the thou¬ 
sands of foster children of San Francisco. 
Volunteers commit to 10-15 hours a month, for 18 
months, or until a permanent plan has been imple¬ 
mented for the child. The goal is to ensure that a 
safe and permanent home is found for the child as 
soon as possible. ▼

Castro Rally for Affirmative Action 
—‘If We Are To Defeat the Right’

Gay men and lesbians will 
show their support for affirma¬ 
tive action at a Saturday, June 3 
rally at Harvey Milk Plaza, out¬ 
side the UCSF AIDS Center on 
Castro Street at Market. 

The 2 p.m. rally is being 
organized by the San Francisco- 
based Coalition of Color - 
which includes many groups of 
gays and lesbians of color - and 
will feature Pat Norman, Crystal 
Weston, Rinku Sen, Virginia 
Benavidez, and others, the 
B.A.R. learned from longtime 
gay activist Tommi Avicolli 
Mecca, who has been working 
on the event. 

Groups throughout Califor¬ 


nia are gearing up for the possi¬ 
bility of a statewide ballot refer¬ 
endum to abolish affirmative 
action next year, Avicolli Mecca 
said; the Milk Plaza rally will 
mark the first pro-affirmative 
action effort by the San 
Francisco queer community. 

“Women and people of color 
who are part of the queer com¬ 
munity are going to be devastat¬ 
ed. should affirmative action be 
abolished,” according to orga¬ 
nizer Brian Cheu, a San 
Francisco Human Rights 
Commission representative. 

“Affirmative action is defi¬ 
nitely a lesbian/gay/bi/transgen- 
der issue,” said organizer Kenya 
Briggs, co-chair of Lesbians and 
Gays of African Descent for 


Democratic Action (LGADDA). 
“Not only because women and 
people of color make up a large 
and important part of our com¬ 
munity, but also because pro¬ 
gressive communities must sup¬ 
port progressive issues if we are 
to defeat the right.” 

In another community 
response to attacks on affirma¬ 
tive action, the Lesbian/ 
Gay/Bi/Transgender Advisory 
Committee to the Human Rights 
Commission has given affirma¬ 
tive action a top priority. 

A forum on the topic is set 
for the Women’s Building on 
Thursday, June 8, at 7 p.m. 
Speakers will include Rebecca 
Gordon, Crystal Weston, and 
Avicolli Mecca. ▼ 


City Gives MAA $35,000 for Lobbying 


San Francisco Mayor Frank Jordan presented 
Mobilization Against AIDS with a check for 
$35,000 to help with its lobbying and advocacy 
efforts on Monday, May 22. 

It was the second consecutive year that San 
Francisco was “able to identify a supplemental 
appropriation for Mobilization Against AIDS,” 
according to Noah Griffin in the mayor’s 
office. 

“I am delighted to be able to present this check 
to Mobilization Against AIDS, one of San 
Francisco’s most effective lobbying organiza¬ 


tions,” Jordan said, “so that MAA can continue its 
important lobbying and advocacy work in 
Washington, D.C. for HIV/AIDS funding, espe¬ 
cially for HIV prevention and care funds. 

Jordan will travel to Washington next month 
with Mike Shriver, executive director of MAA, as 
well as executive directors from several other local 
community-based organizations, to meet with 
members of the powerful Congressional 
Appropriations Committee.

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MCC Sanctuary To Get Unique Stained Glass Skylight 

Consummate artist creates 'House of Prayer for All People'

A new stained glass window 
with the inspirational theme “A 
House of Prayer for All People” 
has been commissioned for the 
skylight above the front of the 
sanctuary at the Metropolitan 
Community Church, located at 
150 Eureka Street in San 
Francisco. 

The custom art glass window 
has been designed and will be 
created by well-known Sonoma 
County artist Roy E. Little, an 
openly gay man who lives with 
his life partner of 24 years, Jim 
Raidl. 

MCC’s existing skylight of 
25 panes will gradually be 
replaced with 25 new art glass 
panes, incorporating symbols 
from world religions and spiri¬ 
tual traditions including gay and 
lesbian spirituality, said Michael 
Haigler, a San Francisco archi¬ 
tect and a gay man who is a 
MCC member and memorial 
coordinator for the church. 

The center sections of the 
design will symbolize MCC’s 
Christian tradition, creating a 
cross presented in different tex¬ 
tures of clear art glass. The four 
comers of the design will intro¬ 
duce rich colors of art glass 
inspired by Tibetan designs and 
symbols for woman and man, 
updated with pink triangle and 
Lambda symbols, Haigler 
explained. 


Professional Stained Glass 
magazine calls Little “the con¬ 
summate artist” in recognition 
of the international reputation 
he has acquired for excellence; 
his magnificent tapestry-like 
creations appear in many 
upscale Northern California 
homes and in galleries through¬ 
out the nation. Less well known 
but no less important is Raidl’s 
role, handling the business and 
marketing end of the 
Little/Raidl Studio from its cre¬ 
ative art complex atop a hill in 
Cazadero. Before they moved to 
Sonoma County, Little and 
Raidl lived in the Castro, not far 
from where their beautiful sky¬ 
light is to be installed. 

The panes of art glass in the 
skylight may be underwritten for 
contributions of $2,000 each. 
The names of the donors, and/or 
names of people the donors want 
memorialized or honored, will 
be engraved on a plaque below 
the window. The new panes will 
be installed in groups of four as 
contributions to the project per¬ 
mit, but the design was created 
so that the entire window will 
appear complete at each phase of 
installation; 

• Phase One will form the 
beginning of the new window. 
The core of the window is a cen¬ 
tral cross, created in textures of 
clear glass, incorporating sym¬ 
bols of the Coptic Cross, 
Taoism, Islam, and Judaism; 


• Phase Two will expand the 
central cross in textures of clear 
glass, adding symbols of 
African Tribal religions, 
Buddhism, Hinduism, and Latin 
and Native American traditions; 

• Phase Three will introduce 
vivid colors to the window with 
the first panes in each comer 
forming the first parts of the 
Tibetan-inspired symbols for 
woman and man, the gay and 


lesbian triangle, and lambda; 

• Phase Four will add four 
more panes, one in each comer, 
to the symbols begun in the pre¬ 
vious phase; 

• Phase Five will add four 
more colored panes to the sym¬ 
bols; and 

• Phase Six, the final phase 
of the project, will complete the 
entire window. 

Haigler said contributions for 


the first two phases have already 
been pledged, and the initial 
installation is expected to begin 
this summer. ▼

Milk Art Competition 
Urged for Milk Plaza

A work of art in Harvey Milk 
Plaza honoring the slain gay 
civil rights leader is one step 
closer to reality, following the 
board of supervisors’ passage of 
a resolution by Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano on Monday, May 8. 

Ammiano’s resolution calls 
for the city’s Arts Commission 
to organize an artistic competi¬ 
tion and commission of some 
work of art celebrating Milk’s 
life and work. Ammiano said 
such a competition could pro¬ 
duce an important new work of 
art in the high-visibility area. “It 
could become a focal point for 
community gatherings and a 
must-see point of interest for 
visitors,” he said. 

The plaza’s location, at the 
crossing of Market, Castro, and 
17th Street, is a major intersec¬ 
tion, and there are several avail¬ 
able potential sites for the art. 
Ammiano aide Mike Housh told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the 
competition could include a 
variety of media, including 


mural designs and sculpture. 

Mayor Jordan is likely to 
approve such a resolution, 
according to Jordan’s lesbian 
and gay liaison, Robert Oakes. 

“I don’t think there is gong 
to be any problem. It would be a 
nice addition to Milk Plaza and 
an appropriate memorial,” 
Oakes said. “The budget may 
not be there yet, but we’re sure 
going to try.” 

In addition to supporting a 
work of art honoring Milk’s life 
and service, Oakes also said that 
Jordan was “looking into ways” 
of making the Plaza a safer and 
more accessible place for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS to rest. Benches 
in the plaza area were removed 
several years ago by the 
Department of Public Works 
following complaints that they 
were being used primarily by 
street people. 

The only commemoration of 
Milk in the plaza area is a 
bronze plaque containing a brief 
biography detailing his life and 
assassination in November 
1978. ▼ 


Freeman Pleads Not Guilty; 
Pre-Hearing Conference June 16

Dr. Dean A. Freeman, 
accused of stabbing San 
Francisco actor Mario Mondelli 
last July, entered pleas of not 
guilty to all charges in arraign¬ 
ment proceedings Wednesday, 
May 24 before Municipal Court 
Judge Phillip Moscone. 

Prior to the plea, Jim Collins, 
Freeman’s attorney, met private¬ 
ly in the judge’s chambers with 
Jeff Ross of the district attor¬ 
ney’s office. The matter was put 
over until June 16 for a pre- 
hearing conference to give time 
for additional investigation. 

Freeman, who appeared in 
court briefly, is accused of 14 
felony counts, including 
attempted murder, in connection 
with the attack in Mondelli’s 
Ivy Street apartment July 25, 
1994. 

Freeman is free on $75,000 
bail. He has spent one day in jail 
since the stabbing. Mondelli 
was hospitalized for over four 


months. 

Civil litigation brought by 
attorneys for Mondelli against 
University of California San 
Francisco and San Francisco 
General Hospital, where 
Freeman was employed as a 
psychiatrist, is pending. 

The California Medical 
Board is also considering sus¬ 
pending Freeman’s medical 
license, in separate action. 

Prosecutors contend that 
Freeman and Mondelli were 
lovers and that Freeman wrote 
illegal prescriptions for both 
men to use. 

On the night of the attack. 
Freeman disrobed to give 
Mondelli a massage and pro¬ 
ceeded to hack him repeatedly 
with an ax, authorities allege. 
When police arrived on the 
scene, investigators say, 
Freeman had a superficial cut 
on his arm, but Mondelli sus¬ 
tained numerous wounds, pri¬ 
marily on his back and the back 
of his head. T 


Rose St. 
House 
Is History

On Tuesday, May 16 
the Berkeley City Coun¬ 
cil rejected plans for the 
six-unit Rose Street 
facility to provide shelter 
for homeless people 
with AIDS. 

By a 5-4 vote, the 
council adopted the city 
manager’s recommenda¬ 
tion against funding the 
Rose Street house, 
instead setting aside a 
total of $500,000 in city 
dollars and matching 
federal funds for a spe¬ 
cial AIDS housing fund. 

Mayor Shirley Dean 
promised that decisions 
on how to spend the fund 
would be made with the 
help of an assessment of 
housing needs that Ala¬ 
meda County is due to 
bring out within a year; 
she predicted it would 
take considerably less 
time. 

However, Vicky 
Kola-kowski, Political 
Action Chair for the East 
Bay Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club, told 
the B.A.R., “I have seri¬ 
ous doubts as to whether 
they’re going to move 
forward in a timely man¬ 
ner on this. 

“They developed an 
interest in AIDS housing 
only after Rose House 
was put forward,” 
Kolakowski said, “and I 
believe they felt pres¬ 
sured to say something so 
they wouldn’t look like 
they were against AIDS 
housing.” 

The evening’s most 
startling comment came 
from Councilwoman 
Polly Armstrong, who 
said that everyone voting 
on the measure had 
known people who had 
died of AIDS, and they 
would know the council 
was doing the right 
thing. T

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Gay Prom in Hayward Draws Religious Right’s Fire

The Hayward city council will consider 
renewing funds for crisis counseling for gay 
and lesbian youth on Tuesday, June 6, a pro¬ 
posal that may face opposition from some 
members of the religious right because of a 
planned “Gay Prom ’95” intended to make 
gay and lesbian teenagers feel good about 
themselves in the East Bay town. 

The United Way and Horizon Services 
are funding the alcohol- and drug-free prom 
with the theme “Pride: A Deeper Love” as a 
social and recreational activity for youth. 
The idea has already drawn the wrath of 
some Hayward residents, including Castro 
Valley middle school principal Mark 
Croghan, who says it encourages “a 
destructive alternative lifestyle.” 

The prom will proceed at Centennial 
Hall as planned despite the opposition, 
according to Ken Athey, co-founder of the 
Lambda Youth Group in Hayward and one 
of the non-profit organization’s three facili¬ 
tators. It will be attended by as many as 400 


gay teens and their dates, plus Mayor 
Roberta Cooper, at least one member of the 
school board, and a city council member. 
“There will be plenty of security,” Athey 
said. 

The chief objection of the religious right, 
Athey said, appears to be that teenagers are 
allowed to bring older guests, in their early 
20s, to the prom. 

The Lambda Youth Group, which began 
in October, 1992, according to Athey, now 
has 300 active members and counsels 35 
young people up to age 23 on a weekly 
basis.

E Bay Gay Alleges Gang Attack; Cops’ Advice Is ‘Hide or Move’

A gay man who moved to the 
East Bay from the city a month 
and a half ago says he is being 
targeted and assaulted by a gang 
in the unincorporated area of 
San Leandro, and Alameda 
County Sheriff’s deputies have 
refused to help. Instead, he 
alleges, deputies told him to 
either “hide or move.” 


The gang that calls itself 
“The Red Lynch Mob” is terror¬ 
izing the entire neighborhood, 
and residents are reluctant to 
become involved, David Taylor, 
43, told the Bay Area Reporter. 
He said gang members have 
thrown a brick through his win¬ 
dow; attacked him as he walked 
to the comer store; tried to run 
over a person in front of his 
house; knocked over a neigh¬ 


bor’s fence; slashed the tires on a 
neighbor’s car; and beat a neigh¬ 
borhood youth “senseless” after 
he came to Taylor’s defense. 

The Alameda County 
Sheriff’s Department Police has 
been indifferent and slow to 
respond, Taylor charged, 
although he and others have 
made 12 reports in the last 48 
hours. 

A spokeswoman for the 


Alameda County Sheriff’s 
Department checked computer 
records given for Taylor’s 
address, and verified that units 
have responded to five calls 
from his address so far in May - 
once within four minutes of his 
call reporting the brick through 
his window. She also said she 
was not familiar with a gang 
known as “The Red Lynch 
Mob.” 


Taylor, on the other hand, is 
too familiar with the teenagers, 
whom he described as mostly 
Caucasian and Latin youths 
ages 11-20. He told the B.A.R. 
the gang members taunt him and 
call him “faggot” when he 
leaves the house - and he said 
he has even resorted to disguis¬ 
ing himself as an old woman 
just to move through the neigh¬ 
borhood. T

Memorial Days 
and Days and Days 


C onsidering it’s only been a 
week since San Diego 
Congresscowboy Randy 
Cunningham spewed his 
“homos in the military” non¬ 
sense onto the once-hallowed floor of 
the U.S. House, we can’t get ourselves 
very enthusiastic about the federally 
mandated Memorial Day that’s coming 
up. If the American system of military 
service is as “incompatible” with us as 
has been endlessly repeated, we think 
the idea of officially celebrating that 
rotten system is somewhere between 
uninteresting and frightening. 

The holiday reinforces only one 
thing to us by now, and that is the obvi¬ 
ous fact that most of America lags 
behind the San Francisco lesbian and 
gay community: whereas our hetero¬ 
sexual countrypersons won’t observe 
Memorial Day until this Monday, many 
gay people (and our friends) have been 
living through a Memorial Week of 
sorts. 

Sunday was our Memorial Night, 
in which thousands of people carried 
candles through city streets, remember¬ 
ing those who have died from AIDS. 
Although the march has become an 
international event by now, it still isn’t 
a federal holiday, and nobody gets a 
vacation in honor of it, so most of 
straight America ignores it. On the 
other hand, those who were involved in 
it were genuinely interested in what it 
was about, and not just in the notion of 
getting another day off and another 
helping of potato salad. Our commem¬ 
oration was real, as were our tears. 

Perhaps it is because we constantly 
memorialize those we have lost that we 
have so little appreciation left for the 
“official” Memorial Days: not one 
week goes by that the word “memorial” 
doesn’t appear here in the B.A.R. , usu¬ 
ally in the context of “memorial dona¬ 
tions may be made in lieu of flowers ...” 
and we’re damn tired of it. 

Harvey Milk's birthday, the day 
after the march, also gave us a chance 
to remember one of the great soldiers 
of our time: one who was unafraid to 
die for his right to ask, tell, and pursue. 

Milk was only one of the thousands 
of lesbians and gays who have died in 
this country trying to make it a fairer 
place - or for the sin of simply existing 
in this unfair one. Our victims of vio¬ 
lence are as much fallen soldiers as 


people who happen to have died with a 
uniform on, and we know we’ll spend 
some time next Monday thinking about 
them, missing them, and memorializ¬ 
ing them. 

One encouraging sign that things 
might be improving on that front is a 
Texas judge’s order last week that the 
murderer of a gay man must pay his 
victim’s family $10,500,000. Hooray 
for Texas justice - something we 
thought we’d never say - if it slows the 
pace of anti-gay hate crimes. 

People have long derided any 
attempts to put a value on human life, 
and rightly so. Still, setting a relatively 
high value on a gay life is a positive 
development, especially in what has 
historically been a basher’s market. 

If the fear of jail time cannot deter 
those who would assault us, perhaps 
the fear of eternal poverty will. This is 
America. 

Of course, we aren’t the only ones 
living in fear of attack. Things are pret¬ 
ty dodgy at the White House these 
days, what with more and more armed 
idiots going after the Clinton family 
with guns. The latest incident on 
Tuesday is more evidence that anti- 
government right wing rhetoric is still 
having its terrible effect. 

It is even more appalling that the 
attempt came the same day authorities 
were imploding the last evidence of 
right wing craziness, the Oklahoma 
City federal building. We saw the faces 
of the people watching that second 
explosion there, and the tears they shed 
for the people who died in the first 
explosion, and hoped the Rush 
Limbaughs and Gordon Liddys who 
prompt the violence were also watch¬ 
ing. 

The people who witnessed the 
implosion were, of course, sharing an 
unofficial Memorial Day of their own, 
and although we can’t expect them to 
have formulated a political plan for 
next year, we hope they will soon, 
when they assess what caused that 
awful damage. They can fight back by 
resolving to stand up for the rights of 
everyone - from hated bureaucrats to 
hated homos - to live in peace, ask, tell, 
and pursue, and by participating fully 
in the next elections. As we all can : if 
you haven’t registered, do it now. 

And when the time comes to cast 
that vote, make it a memorial for fallen 
comrades. T 


A (New) Place 
To Find Physical, 
Emotional, and 
Spiritual Support

A fter over two years of discussion and 
planning, the relocation of Maitri 
AIDS Hospice is moving closer to 
reality. The board, staff, and volun¬ 
teers of Maitri would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to bring the community up-to-date on our 
relocation efforts. 

Maitri (pronounced “my tree”), which is 
Sanskrit for loving kindness, was founded in 
1987 by Issan Dorsey as a project of the 
Hartford Street Zen Center. Maitri is a place 
where residents find physical, emotional, and 
spiritual support as they face the last stages of 
AIDS. Our home is warm and comfortable, 
and the care we provide is personal. 

Maitri is located in two adjacent Victorians. 
Today, with eight beds, Maitri provides over 
one-quarter of the AIDS-dedicated hospice 
beds in San Francisco. Unfortunately, the need 
for AIDS hospice care is great, and our wait¬ 
ing list often has forty or more names. 

In 1993, the Hartford Street Zen Center 
sought funding under the federal Housing 
Opportunities for Persons With AIDS program 
(“HOPWA”) to purchase and renovate the hos¬ 
pice facility. To qualify for funding, Maitri 
was spun off from the Hartford Street Zen 
Center, a religious corporation, into a non¬ 
profit public benefit subsidiary. 

At the same time, the California 
Department of Social Services began to 
enforce new regulations that govern facilities 
that care for the “chronically ill.” After many 
months of negotiations and discussion, we 
concluded that it would not be possible to ren¬ 
ovate the Victorians to comply with the regu¬ 
lations. 

In the spring of last year, our relocation 
efforts began in earnest. After talking with vol¬ 
unteers and residents and holding a communi¬ 
ty town meeting, we learned that two criteria 
were most important to the community: the 
hospice should be in the greater Castro, and 
the setting should be home-like and not insti¬ 
tutional. We also discovered that the need for 
hospice was great enough to warrant growing 
in size - but not at the expense of losing a 
home-like environment. 

So we searched for a new location. And we 
found 401 Duboce Street. 

The building at the comer of Church and 
Duboce streets doesn’t look much like a home 
right now. In fact, it was once a garage. But we 
took some architects and designers through, 
and what they saw was 10,000 square feet of 
open space on the second floor in which they 
could construct and light and paint to create a 
beautiful, loving home for our hospice - space 
capable of accommodating 15 single rooms 
for residents. 

We all think fondly of our current location, 
and the decision to move was very difficult, 
even painful. But a crisis has been turned into 
an opportunity. We have a beautiful outdoor 
garden in our current location - except it’s dif¬ 
ficult for residents to reach. We have a homey 
feel in our current location - but it’s tough on 
volunteers and nursing attendants to run up 
and down three floors in two adjacent build¬ 
ings. 

Our new location is being designed with 
the needs of residents and their caregivers first 
and foremost in mind. For example, we will 
have two atrium gardens at 401 Duboce - both 
wheelchair accessible and both providing nat¬ 
ural light to residents’ rooms. 

Last month, with the assistance of many in 
the community and the staffs of the 
Redevelopment Agency and the AIDS Office, 
Maitri received a $1.2 million HOPWA grant 
toward the costs of relocating our hospice to 
401 Duboce. Our work however, is by no 
means complete. As we move forward, we 
welcome community involvement in our relo¬ 
cation efforts.

HIV unit at Mt. Zion #2 

The HIV Unit at UCSF/Mount Zion is not clos¬ 
ing. Opened in 1989 as a cluster unit with special¬ 
ized nursing care, the unit moved to its own ward 
in 1993 when construction began on the Mount 
Zion Campus. That move was made primarily to 
safeguard patients from opportunistic pathogens 
unearthed by construction, but also because 
patient census at that time warranted a larger unit. 
Since then, however, patient care has moved sig¬ 
nificantly toward the outpatient setting and the 
inpatient census on the unit has been at or below 
50 percent. 

The need to revert back to a cluster unit is a 
result both of University cost cutting measures and 
a reality of medicine at this time. All hospitals are 
suffering from a reduction in census. All hospitals 
and all physicians are being forced to accept 
reduced reimbursements from third party payers. 
The unfortunate result of this is that superb nurses 
like Mr. dowry have to work in an atmosphere of 
anxiety and uncertainty because of budget con¬ 
straints. The nurses who provide care at the HIV 
Care Unit at UCSF/Mount Zion are the best I have 
ever had the privilege to work with and know; the 
praise and gratitude expressed by patients, fami¬ 
lies, and colleagues is a testimony to the excellent 
care which the staff gives straight from their 
hearts. 

My philosophy is that the specialized care 
patients receive at Mount Zion adds immensely to 
their care and is essential for the hospitalized HIV 
patient. There are no plans to close this unit. It will 
return this year to its origins as a ten bed cluster 
unit with the same complement of nurse special¬ 
ists, social worker, psychology interns, nutritionist, 
clinical pharmacologist, art therapist, and medical 
director. The only difference will be fewer beds 
and shared clerical support. We will continue our 
battle against AIDS with the same level of dedica¬ 
tion and professionalism we have for the last six 
years, as long as there is a need.

The Causey affair 

Regarding the article in your May 11 issue 
about the recent settlement of Wilson v. Causey, I 
was not a party to the settlement agreement as the 
case had been turned over to another attorney, a 
general litigator, when it moved outside the 
Probate Court for trial in the Civil Division of the 
Superior Court. I understand that the terms of the 
agreement, as is common in litigation, were confi¬ 
dential among the parties. 

I am constrained by my ethical duty not to dis¬ 
close privileged information. However, I can make 
a few general comments regarding your article. It 
is common for disputes to arise over the adminis¬ 
tration of trusts. The trustee has a duty prudently to 
administer the trust and not to exhaust its assets 
prematurely. A beneficiary, on the other hand, may 
require substantial funds to meet his/her needs. In 
such instances, people of good conscience and 
character may differ on the proper distribution of 
assets. 

Our office has devoted thousands of hours and 
will continue to devote our time in serving people 
with HIV, cancer, and other life-threatening condi¬ 
tions. However, one lesson to be learned from this 
unhappy affair is that when a person’s loyalties are 
divided (say, between gay friends and straight rel¬ 
atives) as is often the case, the use of a living trust 
as a will substitute may place the ultimate trustee 
in a dangerous position fraught with suspicion, 
miscommunication, and, ultimately, conflict 
between the two groups of beneficiaries.

SPV-30 saga, continued 

Whenever personal attacks are used to defend 
alternative treatments for HIV disease ( B.A.R . 5/11 
letters by Dr. Beth Mestman, David Stokes, and 
Misha Cohen re: SPV-30 and Chinese herbal for¬ 
mulas), readers must realize that there is no scien¬ 
tific evidence to support such treatments. Persons 
considering the use of SPV-30 are warned that Dr. 
Beth Mestman, the Arkopharma cheerleader and 
main promoter of SPV-30 in the U.S., is NOT a 
medical doctor - she is a chiropractor - and her 
unqualified misleading use of the title “doctor” is 
not merely unethical, it is a deliberate and fraudu¬ 
lent misrepresentation. Additionally, the claim that 
Dr. Luc Montagnier is participating in the trial of 
SPV-30 in France also appears to be false. Dr. 
Montagnier is reportedly embarrassed by the con¬ 
tinuous use of his name to promote this very ques¬ 
tionable and expensive treatment. 

The letter “Just the facts on SPV-30?” by 
Mestman/Stokes simply does not provide any 
“facts.” In fact, Arkopharma, the manufacturer of 
SPV-30, has been disciplined by the FDA for mak¬ 
ing false claims for its many other natural products 
similar to SPV-30. Finally, by demonizing me as a 
“non-HIV infected health practitioner,” David 
Stokes does a horrible disservice to the gay, les¬ 
bian and HIV+ community. By attacking another 
person’s HIV status, Stokes promotes an “us ver¬ 
sus them” mentality to divide the gay community 
into camps where “they” (HIV-negatives) have no 
business warning “us” (HIV-positives) of the dan¬ 
gers of bad therapies. While Stokes may have a 
hidden agenda in promoting SPV-30, it has been 
my experience that the majority of HIV+ persons 
greatly appreciate independent, scientific, truthful 
and critical information about HIV therapies. 

Somewhere in all the rhetoric and histrionics, 
the scientific discussion of SPV-30 deliberately 
gets lost. SPV-30 (Buxus sempervirens) is an herb 
with Biblical references, which has been tradition¬ 
ally used for very short periods of time as a purga¬ 
tive and cathartic, as well as an “anti-cancer” 
agent. The primary bioactive constituents of SPV- 
30 are steroidal alkaloids (cyclobuxine etc.), which 
are immunosuppressive for persons with HIV dis¬ 
ease. Even the Arkopharma literature compares the 
interference of cellular proliferation by SPV-30 
with cyclosporine - a strong immunosuppressant 
associated with lymphoproliferative malignancies, 
such as non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma (Harrison’s 
Principles of Internal Medicine, p. 1503). The 
Phase I study data of SPV-30 appears to be largely 
incomplete. However, the exaggerated and hyped 
claims for SPV-30, based on this study, simply 
appear to be based on carefully “cherry-picked” 
data. 

By joining in on the personal attacks, the devel¬ 
oper of the Enhance herbal formula, Misha Cohen 
- Clinical Director of the Quan Yin clinic - obvi¬ 
ously does not like any message that cuts into her 
profit margin. Cohen criticizes me for writing 
“biased and inflammatory” articles critical of “the 
pearls of Chinese medicine in the treatment of 
HIV.” Obviously, the only pearls are around 


Cohen’s neck, paid for by victims of AIDS. Cohen 
forgets to mention that all of my statements about 
the immune effects of herbs are backed by scien¬ 
tific references. What references does Cohen pro¬ 
vide? The deliberately misquoted poorly-translat¬ 
ed abstract of the Chinese-language Chinese 
Journal of Plastic Surgery and Burns? Please! 

Cohen falsely states that I have implicated “all 
Chinese herbal therapies” as immunosuppressive 
of cell-mediated immunity. While I have never 
made such a sweeping generalization, I have criti¬ 
cized the popular herbal formulas designed for 
HIV disease, especially Cohen’s Enhance, on the 
basis of the steroidal-rich immunosuppressive 
herbs contained in them, as well as the non-starch 
polysaccharides that promote viral replication. I 
certainly do not limit myself to the immunosup¬ 
pression caused by Astragalus alone but, unlike 
Cohen, I have carefully researched the other for¬ 
mula herbs in the medical literature as well. For 
example. Peony root (found in Enhance, Resist, 
and Composition-A) was reported in The Lancet 
(1991 337:566) to directly suppress cellular immu¬ 
nity resulting in the emergence of an opportunistic 
herpes infection. Clearly, Cohen has no scientific 
data to refute the fact that the non-starch polysac¬ 
charides in many of these herbs are powerful acti¬ 
vators of Th2 immunity (Cellular and Molecular 
Immunology, 2nd ed., Abbas, p. 202). Whether or 
not one subscribes to the Thl/Th2 switch hypothe¬ 
sis, the fact remains that the HIV virus replicates 
preferentially in a Th2-stimulated environment 
(Romagnani, Immunological Reviews, 1994, p82) - 
exactly the environment created by Enhance, 
Composition-A, and Resist. 

As a member of the gay and lesbian communi¬ 
ty, and as a licensed acupuncturist and herbalist 
with a scientific background, I feel that I have a 
moral obligation to expose the lies and the danger¬ 
ous therapies that have been promoted for HIV dis¬ 
ease. Traditional Chinese Medicine (TCM) is a 
wonderful and successful system of diagnosis and 
treatment. Unfortunately, what has been substitut¬ 
ed for TCM in the treatment of HIV disease is a 
pitiful and failed series of westernized “quick-fix” 
and “shotgun” herbal formulas. While turning a 
quick profit for their purveyors, let’s not forget that 
these treatments are also turning people into quilts.

Thoughts,” March 11) suggests two uses to which 
“HIVers” may put themselves: suicide (as “dead 
meat” human bombs); and murder (by intentional¬ 
ly infecting other gay men with the HIV virus). 

Botkin has tarted up his article as some bastard 
hybrid of political commentary, fantasy, and dar¬ 
ing-do (“my squeamish editor was horrified by the 
notion of anyone committing AIDS terrorism”). 
None of these window dressings can hide the 
putrid nihilism which lies at the core of his “com¬ 
mentary.” 

The article begins by arguing that had the 
Oklahoma bombing been perpetrated by “some 
AIDS group or black organization” the backlash 
would have taken our breath away. To date it does 
not appear that an organization perpetrated the 
bombing - certainly none stepped forward to claim 
responsibility. Botkin has hopelessly confused the 
issues. 

If Botkin’s article had been written by a hetero¬ 
sexual who was not HIV+, I suggest it would not 
have received a public airing (in the B.A.R. , at 
least) because his “squeamish” editor would have 
rejected if as trash or, most probably, homophobic. 

People infected with the HIV virus are not fod¬ 
der for the fascistic ravings of the Botkins of this 
world - in fact or in fantasy. Quite what the B.A.R. 
hopes to achieve in providing a platform for this 
filth remains a mystery.

o, how many of us 
left Shoreline wanting 
to bear Melissa 
Etheridge’s love child? 
That she could precede this tour 
with a hot, hot appearance on 
MTV Unplugged is indicative of 
some major crossover (lesbian 
to mainstream) appeal in addi¬ 
tion to her adoring throngs of 
lesbians. It’s so great: not only 
do we have an out lesbian artist 
who plays with passion, sings 
from the depths of her soul, and 
just plain rocks, but we have 
another lesbian artist getting 
straight recognition for her tal¬ 
ent - and getting played on 
mainstream radio. Melissa is 
prominently featured in both 
broadcast and bus card versions 
of KFOG’s “Quality Rock, True 
Variety” promos. The Indigo 
Girls are shown in the TV ver¬ 
sion; both they and Melissa are 
all over the KFOG playlists. I 
greatly appreciate being able to 
hear Melissa or Amy and Emily 
at random on the car radio, or to 
wake up to one of them on the 
clock radio, instead of having to 
track them down as specialty 
artists. 

One of the most thrilling 
Melissa Unplugged moments 
for me was her talking about 
being eight years old, listening 
compulsively to her rock tapes 
(Springsteen in particular), and 
getting grabbed by the desire to 
pick up a guitar and rock out.

topped that by bringing out 
Bruce for an absolutely heart¬ 
stopping acoustic duet of 
Thunder Road, and I was gone 
for the rest of the evening. 

The myth that rock ’n’ roll is 
an un-lesbian activity has finally 
been attacked en masse by 
“alternative” rockers like Tribe 
8 and all the Riot Grrrls, and I 
say it’s about bloody time. Just 
as some people have forgotten 
that rock ’n’ roll is black music 
that overflowed into white 
America (and are amazed when 
black artists rock - or sit in with 
the Grateful Dead), many les¬ 
bians have forgotten (or wanted 
to forget) what was played at 
those early women’s dances and 
filled the jukeboxes at women’s 
bars: rock and soul. As soon as 
self-defined lesbian culture 
sprung up, there were women’s 
bands out to rock lesbian nation, 
like Be Be K’Roche in San 
Francisco, Lizzy Tish in Los 
Angeles, and, of course. New 
York’s (by way of Nashville) 
Deadly Nightshade. 

The thrill of rock is riding a 
wave of sheer physical abandon 
and celebrating whatever 
enables you to cut loose and 
enjoy the exhilaration of just 
being. This is true whether you 
pick up a Stratocaster or Les 
Paul, or wail on a drum kit, or 
just dance to it. For an emerging 
lesbian community thrilled at 
the new opportunities to be 
together and celebrate both our 
sisterhood and our sexuality, 
rocking on out was a natural. 

But some women were com¬ 
ing to envision lesbianism as a 
refuge from the chaotic, risk¬ 
taking element in sexuality, and 
they insisted we limit our listen¬ 
ing to the introspective folk 
artists among us. Using the now¬ 
legendary “I’m Black and Blue 
from the Rolling Stones and I 
love it” ad campaign as a wedge, 
they conflated all electric music 
into the headbanger “cock rock” 
subcategory and defined rock as 
inherently oppressive to women. 
Never mind that the R&B and 
disco (and now house and hip- 
hop) that comprised acceptable 
music for dancing could be 
parsed for similar objectionable 
content. 

(Hmmmm, I wonder what 
makes it okay for black artists to 
do forcefully sexual songs but 
not white artists - a double stan¬ 


dard, perhaps? What makes it 
acceptable for Donna Summer 
to sing about prostitutes but not 
the Rolling Stones? What makes 
“Hot Legs” objectionable, but 
“Shake Your Booty” camp?) 

The lesbians who continued 
to listen and dance to rock 
music did so because we found 
the politically correct alterna¬ 
tives lacking something vital 
that moved us regardless of the 
gender of the musicians, even 
though we desperately craved 
more successful female rockers 
like Bonnie Raitt or Terry 
Garthwaite. When Olivia 
Records broke down and started 
a second, electric label, some of 
us felt there was still an indefin¬ 
able something missing from 
the first solo outing of Tret Fure 
(and it wasn’t, alas, Lead 
Guitarist’s Girlfriend As Front 
Vocalist Syndrome). 

At best, lesbian rockers find 
disco and its lineage sadly devoid 
of propulsion via syncopation - 
the “adrenaline, improvisation, 
and rhythmic displacement” by 
which, says historian Ann 
Douglas, African-American cul¬ 
ture “made a permanent alteration 
in the national psyche.” At worst, 
we find it disturbingly reminis¬ 
cent of bubble gum music, and 
too often just as mass produced (it 
didn’t take long for someone to fit 
the Meatloaf rehash “I Would Do 
Anything For Love” to a dance 
beat, did it?). 

Fortunately, we now have 
other female rockers to drool 
over in addition to Joan Jett. 
Unfortunately, it may be a while 
before we see commercially 
successful lesbian musicians 
hire women back-ups. It’s still 
young men who get the support 
- financial and otherwise - to 
obsess on guitar playing in the 
way that breeds professional 
musicians. 

And men still have the discre¬ 
tionary income to spend on con¬ 
cert tickets, etc. Apparently they 
care less whether they have a 
chance to nail the babe fronting 
the band as long as they can fan¬ 
tasize rocking out along side her. 
Or so said an article on “Women 
in the New Rock” a while back 
in Playboy, which I readily con¬ 
cede knows far better than I 
what makes straight boys tick. (I 
couldn’t resist peeking at what 
they had to say about L7. It was 
good things, just like the History 
of Rock & Roll mini-series; 
maybe the theory’s accurate.) 

We have more chances to 
hear lesbian musicians out in the 
world because straight folks are 
finally digging them for the 
music regardless. As the Indigo 
Girls sang in a smokin’ live Neil 
Young cover: “Keep on rocking 
in the free world!” You got it, 
girlfriend! ▼

What’s Wrong with Lesbians? 

Two new studies may find out, medically speaking

The year of 1995 is shaping 
up as the Year of the Lesbian in 
the world of medicine, and June 
may be the Month of the Year, 
when more than 200 lesbian 
American physicians gather in 
New Orleans for the 12th 
Annual Lesbian Physicians 
Conference. 

Signs abound that lesbian 
healthcare issues are beginning 
to get real attention from main¬ 
stream medicine, but it’s been 
slow going: one of the sched¬ 
uled speakers at the conference, 
Stanford University’s Dr. Kate 
O’Hanlon, spoke with the Bay 
Area Reporter about the glaring 
omission of lesbian-specific 
medical data that has existed 
until now. She will publish an 
article in the medical journal 
Current Problems in Obstetrics 
and Gynecology later this year, 
containing a survey of all known 
scholarship on lesbian medical 
care: until recently there wasn’t 
much. 

“All we have are a lot of 
unofficial, statistically invalid, 
‘noble’ surveys,” she told the 
B.A.R. “These surveys are hand¬ 
ed from lesbian to lesbian at 
music festivals, cultural events, 
at bars, et cetera. They draw a 
picture as broadly as possible 
about what the lesbian commu¬ 
nity looks like. They are not sta¬ 
tistically valid to draw real con¬ 
clusions. 

“The real science for draw¬ 
ing conclusions out of popula¬ 
tions are from large-scale stud¬ 
ies.” 

Fortunately, two such studies 
are now underway: the 
Women’s Health Initiative will 
study 165,000 women over the 
age of 50, and The Nurses Study 
will look at 21,000 female nurs¬ 
es. O’Hanlon said that it took 
two years for her and the 
Lesbian Health Advocacy 
Network to convince the 
Women’s Health Initiative to 
include just two questions, sepa¬ 
rated into behavior and identity 
- since, as any lesbian knows, a 
woman may have sex with 
women and not call herself 
queer. Still others have had sex 
with men, or still do. 

Doctors can 
be offensive 

Results - which, unfortu¬ 
nately, will not be made avail¬ 
able for many years - will pro¬ 
vide doctors with a carefully 
measured data base at their dis¬ 
posal, said O’Hanlon. General 
conditions that are already cur¬ 
rently associated with lesbians 


include heart disease, because 
of fewer blood pressure check¬ 
ups; the need for dietary coun¬ 
seling; risks for breast cancer, 
because lesbians have fewer 
children than heterosexual 
women; risks associated with 
urban living; and risks associat¬ 
ed with drinking more than the 
general population. 

Those health issues are dealt 
with in O’Hanlon’s article, but 
she doesn’t stop there. She also 
delves into social issues that 
provide a framework for med¬ 
ical professionals who are not 
knowledgeable about many 
aspects of lesbianism. 

“It explains [lesbian issues] 
to doctors in the field of obstet¬ 
rics and gynecology, who don’t 
know what a lesbian is,” she 
said. “This is so that they have a 
compassionate understanding 
and a knowledgeable view of 
lesbians before they walk into 
their offices. Many doctors who 
are well-meaning and desirous 
of having an open mind and 
welcoming of lesbians into their 
practice, inadvertently insult 
them or hurt their feelings, or 
are offensive. 

“Some doctors are unin¬ 
formed about the vast psycholo¬ 
gy that is known about the les¬ 
bian population and [as a result] 
have a low opinion about who 
lesbians are: believing them to 
be promiscuous, unable to form 
viable, long term, committed, 
monogamous relationships. And 
unfit to parent children - and 
unfit to even be exposed to chil¬ 
dren, believing that lesbians 
convert others and will raise 
their children to be homosexu¬ 
al.” 

The combined factors of a 
“belief of the importance of a 
good doctor-patient relation¬ 
ship, and the belief that it is 
unattainable” engender mistrust 
of traditional medicine among 
lesbians, O’Hanlon believes. 
Unfortunately, those women 
who distrust doctors are less 
likely to have “well person” 
annual exams, at which “doctors 
typically go through an entire 
review of [patients’] organ sys¬ 
tems, asking about symptoms.” 
And, more importantly, finding 
some medical problems at an 
asymptomatic stage. 

“The information in this 
paper tells doctors that not only 
is this a disservice to the les¬ 
bians who are sick, but it may 
also result in higher rates of dis¬ 
eases in the lesbian population 
because a lot of things happen in 
the routine visit to the doctor: 
they get attention not only to 
their specific problem, but they 


also are queried about their 
other health problems. 

More to health 
than medicine 

O’Hanlon also addresses dis¬ 
criminatory attitudes in her arti¬ 
cle, saying they harm the health 
of lesbians and gay men, includ¬ 
ing gay children. 

“When a child becomes more 
aware that they have a same-sex 
orientation,” she said, “typically 
between the ages of two and 
eight years old for half the pop¬ 
ulation, they do so without any 
family traditions of welcoming 
the gay or lesbian child or elders 
or other role models, such as 
Saturday morning cartoons or 
sitcoms. 

“In the elementary school 
there’s no education about what 
homosexuality is. What’s hap¬ 
pened in the absence of valid 
information - and the first time 
they seek it is in the elementary, 
junior high, and high school 
libraries - these kids are faced 
with a deficit in informing their 
own adult self-concept.” 

“These children become iso¬ 
lated and filled with shame. I 
summarized all of the data about 
youth suicide showing that gay 
and lesbian children do commit 
suicide at higher rates. Self-con¬ 
cept of young homosexual chil¬ 
dren can become further eroded 
at school, where they may be 
called ‘dyke’ or ‘fag.’ They are 
more at risk for substance 
abuse. [When] they see socially 
validated discrimination in the 
military, for example, they real¬ 
ize that there is no place for 
them in society.” 

One of the best ways to cor¬ 
rect that, according to 
O’Hanlon, is to support the 
legalization of marriages for les¬ 
bian and gay couples. 

“My article goes on to talk 
about lesbian families, summa¬ 
rizes all literature known about 
lesbians who raise children,” 
she said - including statistically 
reliable studies showing chil¬ 
dren raised by lesbians show no 
predisposition towards homo¬ 
sexuality. 

O’Hanlon believes a more 
enlightened attitude, combined 
with concrete results from the 
two new studies, will improve 
the health of American lesbians. 
“No health outreach is going to 
be targeted towards the lesbian 
community unless there is sta¬ 
tistically valid information,” she 
said. “Nobody’s going to drive a 
mammography truck up to the 
Michigan Womyn’s Music 
Festival unless there’s a real 
good, solid, valid reason.” ▼

he was shot to death. 

Carlson said about a 
quarter to one-third of the 
participants in the annual 
vigil stay for the memorial 
ceremony and speeches 
that follow the march from 
Castro Street to the Civic 
Center area. The event usu¬ 
ally wraps up at 10 p.m. 

“This is an enormous 
tragedy,” Carlson told the 


B.A.R. “I hope whoever did 
it is found. This just breaks 
my heart.” 

Robert Oakes, a 
spokesman for Mayor 
Jordan, agreed. “It’s tragic 
that anybody would be 
killed while they are visit¬ 
ing San Francisco,” Oakes 
said. “It’s even more tragic 
that an individual who 
came here to participate in 
a candlelight vigil and 
advocacy event focused 
around saving people’s 
lives would be killed.” ▼

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Bigotry, boobs and bad sports

esbians in the sport hurt 
women’s golf. ... It’s not 
reticent, it’s paraded. 
There’s a defiance in 
them in the last decade.” So said 
Ben Wright, a twenty-three year 
veteran of CBS Sports. Or did 
he? 

Wright denies that he made 
these homophobic remarks dur¬ 
ing a recent interview with 
Valerie Helmbreck of the 
Wilmington, Delaware News 
Journal. Helmbreck, however, 
is sticking by her story, and 
insists that the quote is an accu¬ 
rate one. According to 
Helmbreck, Wright also 
claimed that “boobs” are a 
handicap for women golfers. 

After investigating the inci¬ 
dent, CBS management con¬ 
cluded that Helmbreck is a liar. 
The senior vice president of 
CBS Sports, Rick Gentile, 
claimed that Wright called him 
“in tears ... saying he didn’t say 
what was attributed to him.” 
David Kenin, president of CBS 
Sports, said, “I am convinced 
that the offensive statements 
attributed to Mr. Wright were 
not made.” 

Unfortunately, no tape was 
made of the Wright-Helmbreck 
interview. However, a tape does 
exist of a 1991 incident in which 
Wright referred to golfer Jumbo 
Ozaki as a “Jap.” On that 
recording, Wright refers to “the 
Jap Ozaki who is striking a blow 
for the foreigners.” 

Despite his pleas of profes¬ 
sionalism, it seems that 
Wright’s record leaves some¬ 
thing to be desired. By contrast, 
no one has yet unearthed any 
slurs in past stories written by 
Helmbreck. 

Still, we might never know - 
for certain - which of these 
journalists is telling the truth. 
But denials can be telling, too. 

Significantly, the recent 
denials issued by Wright and his 
bosses at CBS make no effort to 
affirm lesbian athletes. They are 
content to state, for the record: 
“We never said anything about 
lesbian golfers.” Yet, for much 
too long, that’s been the real 
problem. Unless it’s forced 
upon them, broadcasters prefer 
to ignore the subject ... keeping 
lesbians athletes and athletics 
“unspoken” and “invisible.” 

If nothing else, the current 
controversy should serve as a 
wake up call to the sports and 
media industries. It’s time to 
play fair.

Jeer Abby 

Among advice columnists, 
the ubiquitous Abigail Van 
Buren has a record of (relative) 
sensitivity to lesbian and gay 
issues. “Dear Abby’s” May 5th 
column, however, seems an 
unfortunate exception. 

In that column. Van Buren 
reprinted a letter from a man 
who complained: “I am a bach¬ 
elor in my early 30s. ... When I 
used to share an apartment with 


another bachelor, people 
assumed that we were gay. I 
now have a very nice place of 
my own. However, if I have 
bachelor friends over, I am still 
perceived as being gay. And if I 
entertain a female friend, people 
say I am bisexual. ... I am 
straight, and I am sick of all this 
ugly talk. What can I do to stop 
this vicious gossip?” 

“Dear Abby” advised the 
man that there was little he 
could do unless he knew who 
was behind the “ugly accusa¬ 
tions.” Van Buren closed her 
response by reprinting some 
doggerel she had published 
years ago. The poem went on 
(and on) about the horrors of 
“gossip,” which “breaks hearts,” 
“ruins lives,” “topples govern¬ 
ments,” and “wrecks mar¬ 
riages.” 

Not once did Van Buren 
question the premise that being 
“perceived as gay” is something 
“ugly.” Not once did she suggest 
that it is homophobia - and not 
gossip - that “ruins lives.” 

Everyday, and in every con¬ 
ceivable context, people are 
automatically assumed to be 
heterosexual. Such assumptions 
- however baseless or inaccu¬ 
rate they might be - are never 
labeled “vicious gossip.”

Running 
rings around 
homophobia 

A two-page advertisement 
for Saturn automobiles appears 
in the May issue of Out maga¬ 
zine, a national lesbian/gay 
monthly. According to business 
reporter Joann Muller, “It marks 
the first time that an American 
carmaker has advertised in the 
gay media.” Saturn cars are 
manufactured by General 
Motors, which also purchased 
advertising time during the 
February broadcast of Serving 
in Silence: The Margarethe 
Cammermeyer Story. 

“With this public success 
comes greater attack from the 
radical right,” cautions Out edi¬ 
tor Michael Goff. “The radical 
right crew is responding with 
massive letter-writing cam¬ 
paigns to our advertisers. The 
very existence of our institu¬ 
tions such as Out magazine are 
at stake if companies are bullied 
out of making simple good busi¬ 
ness decisions.” 

Currently, the American 
Family Association is calling for 
a boycott of all products manu¬ 
factured by Bristol-Myers 
Squibb, because the company 
has advertised its Clairol Men’s 
Choice hair products in The 
Advocate , a national lesbian/gay 
news magazine. Reportedly, let¬ 
ters from homophobes “are 
pouring into corporate head¬ 
quarters.”

censorship 

Safe-sex videos are not safe 
from censorship at the British 
Customs office. A compilation 
of winning entries in the San 
Francisco Gay Safer Sex Video 
Awards has been declared 
“obscene” by British Custom’s 
officials, who have prohibited 
importation of the seized tape. 
The tape was being sent from 
the U.S. to Gay Men Fighting 
AIDS (GMFA), an organization 
in England. 

Peter Scott, GMFA’s Chair, 
denounced the seizure: “This 
demonstrates how organizations 
like Gay Men Fighting AIDS 
are fighting more than just the 
virus. Everyday we’re faced by 
a new example of ignorance, 
discrimination, and homopho¬ 
bia.” 

M. J. Forster, a spokesperson 
for British Customs, explained, 
“The production and distribu¬ 
tion of obscene material is pro¬ 
hibited in this country, as is its 
importation.” According to 
Forster, England has no statuto¬ 
ry definition of obscenity, 
though the term usually refers to 
“material where sexual acts are 
clearly and explicitly shown.” 

“For example,” Forster said, 
“if in depictions of acts such as 
fellatio, contact between the 
mouth and genitals can be clear¬ 
ly seen, then the material is like¬ 
ly to be considered obscene.” 

Forster also made this claim: 
“In enforcing the prohibition. 
Customs do take a sympathetic 
approach to ‘safer sex’ educa¬ 
tional material. In the past, we 
have released educational films 
or videos because of their edu¬ 
cational value even though they 
contained scenes which the 
Courts would in all probability 
have considered obscene had 
Customs decided to act against 
the material.” 

Forster would not discuss the 
GMFA seizure in particular, 
however, “as it is subject to judi¬ 
cial procedure.”

Sonoma 
AIDS non-profit 
faces life 
after floods

Cleaning up after the floods 
of 1995 has been a painful 
ordeal for almost all residents of 
Sonoma County, but it’s been 
especially tough on some 
HIV/AIDS patients there who 
have found themselves facing 
the daunting task of starting 
from scratch. “Clients needed to 
find not only new homes, but to 
completely rebuild their lives 
and replace all their personal 
belongings,” according to Rita 
Sever of Face to Face, a Sonoma 
County volunteer-based group 
serving people with AIDS and 
severe or disabling HIV and 
their loved ones. 

The damage from the rains 
have also posed new challenges 
to the organization itself: it lost 
furniture, files, library books, 
videos, audio tapes, and med¬ 
ical equipment supplies in the 
deluge. 

More than ever Face to Face 
is depending on the proceeds 
from this year’s annual the 
human race community 
fundraiser, held in Sonoma 
County on May 13. Face to 
Face Volunteers have turned in 
approximately $19,000 in 
pledges so far, Andrea Learned 
of Face to Face told the B.A.R., 
and the group expects more. 
“Since it was rainy,” she 
explained, “a lot of people 
haven’t turned in their pledge 
sheets yet.” 

Learned said volunteers had 
worked very hard, including 44 
employees of Allied Bank who 
participated to raise money for 
Face to Face. “We’re feeling 
really good about it,” she said. 

As the agency nears the 
completion of a decade of pro¬ 
viding those free services to 
HIV/AIDS patients, Sever 
reflected on the philosophy that 
got it this far. “Clients, volun¬ 
teers, staff, and board members 
have all made it up as we went 
along,” she cheerfully admitted, 
“doing whatever it takes to 
make this all work.” ▼

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Assembly backs medical marijuana

SACRAMENTO - The California State 
Assembly approved a measure Thursday, May 18 
that would allow patients with AIDS, cancer, and 
two other serious diseases to use marijuana to ease 
their pain. 

The measure by Assemblyman John 
Vasconcellos, D-Santa Clara, would permit patients 
to use the illegal drug for personal medical use. 
Under the provisions, licensed doctors would be 
allowed to approve use of marijuana for patients with 
AIDS, cancer, glaucoma, and multiple sclerosis. 

Because marijuana contains an anti-nausea 
chemical known as THC, it has been used by 
patients to help offset the negative effects of anti- 
AIDS drugs and cancer radiation treatment. The 
chemical can also reduce pain caused by MS and 
eye pressure caused by glaucoma. 

Vasconcellos called it “the worst of government 
to consign people to pain when they are dying” and 
said patients should be able to alleviate their suf¬ 
fering. 

The measure received the backing of several 
Republicans, including Assemblyman James 


Rogan, R-Glendale, who agreed that marijuana 
used in such cases was a benefit. 

Other Republicans opposed the bill. 

Assemblyman Tom Woods, R-Oak Run, said 
patients are already able to obtain synthetic THC 
with a prescription, making approval of the illegal 
drug unnecessary. 

“THC is available to people,” Woods said. 
“Why put marijuana on the streets and tell kids it’s 
OK to use pot to feel better?” Vasconcellos called 
such arguments “ignorant” and said synthetic THC 
is not as effective, too costly, and often too power¬ 
ful for patients. The bill was sent to the Senate on 
a vote of 41-30, the exact majority required for 
passage. 

A similar measure was vetoed last year by 
Governor Pete Wilson, who also observed that 
THC was already available on the market. 

Wilson also argued last year that the law would 
have been pre-empted by federal statutes banning 
medicinal use of marijuana. 

In an effort to address that point, the new bill 
would alter state law to prevent state prosecution 
of patients that use marijuana as part of prescribed 
treatment. V

of Corrections, to inform him 
the resulting charge has been 
amended from attempted mur¬ 
der to battery. 

It was an important legal vic¬ 
tory for Hicks and for Judy 
Greenspan, project director for 
the HIV/AIDS in Prison Project 
of Catholic Charities of the East 
Bay, who had advocated strong¬ 
ly on his behalf. 

Greenspan had written a 
strongly worded letter to 
California Department of 
Corrections Director James 
Gomez on March 7, claiming 
Hicks was being unfairly pun¬ 
ished because of his HIV status 
and because of ignorance and 
fear. She observed that the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control 
maintains that “no one has 
become infected with HIV 
through biting and spitting,” and 
said the prison system’s policy 
had no basis in medical fact. 

Greenspan demanded an 
immediate investigation, and 
urged frequent and comprehen¬ 
sive HIV/AIDS education for 
corrections officers, counselors, 
and prison medical staff. 

“Prisoners with HIV and 
AIDS ... should have access to 
better medical care, early 
parole, and clinical drug trials - 
not additional punishment, 
longer time, and discrimina¬ 
tion,” she wrote. ▼

CSU Rejects Fundy’s 
Sex Harassment Claim

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
California State University, 
Sacramento rejected Thursday a 
former student’s claim that he 
was sexually harassed and 
demeaned during a lesbian pro¬ 
fessor’s graphic lecture on 
female sexuality. 

While 33-year-old part-time stu¬ 
dent Craig Rogers might have been 
offended by the talk, CSU 
President Donald Gerth said 
Thursday, May 18 the contents “did 
not constitute sexual harassment” 

Rogers, an admitted born- 
again Christian, filed the claim 
after attending a guest lecture in 
December by Professor Joanne 
Marrow that included detailed 
descriptions of female sexuality. 

After warning students about 
the nature of her talk, Rogers said 
Marrow made crude jokes about 
male sexuality, discussed her own 
sexual experiences, and touted the 
benefits of female masturbation. 

Rogers said he felt “violat¬ 
ed” by the lecture and filed a 
$2.5 million claim with the 
State Board of Control. In a let¬ 
ter to Rogers’s attorney, the uni¬ 
versity dismissed the claims of 
sexual harassment. 

“While Mr. Rogers may have 
found Professor Marrow’s con¬ 
duct unwelcome or offensive, the 
evidence shows that it was not 
sufficiently severe or pervasive 
to alter the conditions of his stu¬ 
dent status or create an intimidat¬ 
ing, hostile, or offensive learning 
environment,” wrote Stephanie 
Lieberman, affirmative action 
officer for the university. 

The case received intense 


national and international atten¬ 
tion because of its unique nature. 

No other 
students agreed 

Ann Reed, a spokeswoman 
for the university, said a review 
of the incident found that other 
students had different percep¬ 
tions of the course contents and 
that no one else had the same 
negative reaction to the lecture. 

“Different students find dif¬ 
ferent things in different classes 
shocking or outrageous or 
insulting,” Reed said. “That 
does not mean that it is illegal.” 

Rogers, who lives in 
Roseville, California, said he 
was not surprised by the find¬ 
ings and vowed to press forward 
with his lawsuit against the pro¬ 
fessor and university. 

“It’s kind of a relief,” Rogers 
said. “We’ve been waiting for 
them to finish their investigation so 
we can go forward with the suit.” 

Marrow, a lesbian activist 
who has taught at the university 
since 1974, delivered the talk as 
part of a graduate course in psy¬ 
chology. Her attorney, John 
Poswall, praised the decision 
and said his client’s academic 
freedom had been vindicated. 

“It’s all fun and games to be 
talking on the radio and televi¬ 
sion, but there’s no factual basis 
for this lawsuit,” Poswall said. 
“I don’t know if Mr. Rogers is 
misguided or naive, but this is a 
joke parading as a lawsuit.” 

Poswall warned that he 
would counter-sue Rogers for 
malicious prosecution if the for¬ 
mer student moves forward with 
his case and it is dismissed. T

‘Proposition E’ Funds Help Gay/Lesbian Book Collection

The San Francisco Library 
system is adding more person¬ 
nel, more hours, and more 
resource materials - including 
numerous gay and lesbian titles 
of books and audio and visual 
cassettes - to branches through¬ 
out the system, thanks to voters’ 
passage of Proposition E last 
November. 

More than 200 new library 
personnel have already been 
added, with more on the way. 
San Francisco public 
libraries will now be open an 
additional 300 hours weekly, 
so the libraries (community 
wide) will now be open a 
total of 1,172 hours per 
week, according to Eleanor 
Shapiro, San Francisco 
Public Library community 
relations director. 

Shapiro told the B.A.R. that 
Proposition E added $14 million 
to the library’s budget, bringing 
the total allotment to $30 mil¬ 
lion for the current fiscal year. 
The voter-approved measure 
makes an additional $4.5 mil¬ 
lion available for new acquisi¬ 
tions in fiscal 1994-95, plus 
$4.5 million more for new 
books, videos, and other materi¬ 
als in fiscal ’95-96, Shapiro 
said. 


SFPL GLTF 
compiles gay list 

It never takes long to make 
up a wish list when there’s new 
money available, and this is no 
exception: a “Gay/Lesbian 
Interest Order List” has been 
compiled and distributed to all 
branches by Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force members Glenda 
Goldwater, John Garino, Jim 
Van Buskirk, and Bill Stanton, 
manager of the Harvey Milk 
memorial branch. 

The approximately 75 select¬ 
ed non-fiction titles on the list - 
only a sampling of hundreds of 
titles currently available - was 
developed in response to 
requests for more titles dealing 
with various aspects of the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender experience at area 
branches. 

Stanton said this is the first 
year that a separate “pot” or bud¬ 
get for the gay and lesbian collec¬ 
tion was made available. All 
books ordered from the list will 
be paid for by Materials Selection 
Office Funds (Proposition E 
money). The deadline for library 
personnel to order is 6 p.m. 
Wednesday, May 31. 

Although the Harvey Milk 
memorial branch currently 
houses the gay and lesbian col¬ 
lection - and will keep the bulk 


of it, even after the new Main 
opens - Stanton acknowledged 
that even that branch’s collec¬ 
tion needs to be (and is getting) 
“beefed up.” Stanton is using the 
list that he helped compile to 
carry out that task at the Milk 
branch, located at 3555 
Sixteenth Street in the Castro 
area, and said he hopes other 
branches are doing the same. 


The Sunset Branch is doing so, 
according to Goldwater, who 
works there. She may joke she is 
“the token straight” on the Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, but she 
takes the job seriously, and says 
public interest has necessitated 
the addition of more gay and les¬ 
bian titles to the branch’s collec¬ 
tion. 

“I think it’s terrific these 


funds have been made available, 
and I’m glad to see branches 
improve their collections of 
queer materials,” said Van 
Buskirk, director of the James 
C. Hormel Gay and Lesbian 
Center, scheduled to open in the 
new Main Library a year from 
now. “Now the money is there 
and valuable acquisitions can be 
made, and we plan to use it.” T

Gays To Lay Wreath 
At Tomb of Unknown Soldier 

Fifteenth annual Memorial Day ceremony at Arlington

At 2:05 p.m. next Monday, May 29, gay World 
War II veteran Frank Kameny will lay a wreath on 
The Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in Arlington 
National Cemetery, continuing a solemn Memorial 
Day tradition he started in 1980. 

A Florida veteran. Bob Kunst, had tried to do 
the same thing in the fall of 1979, before he was 
intercepted by Pentagon officials and physically 
prevented from carrying out this everyday com¬ 
memorative event. 

That enraged Kameny, the father of gay 
activism in Washington, D.C. and a figure of major 
importance in gay history. He vowed “to lay a 
wreath or get shot in the act.” 

He and the Gay Activists Alliance applied for 
permission to do so on Memorial Day, but were 
turned down. They began legal action with assis¬ 
tance from the American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU). A series of legal and behind the scenes 
negotiations brought them that permission. 

Gay veterans and activists gathered near the 
tomb at the appointed hour. The air was charged 
with tension as the honor guard in their Marine 


dress blues made their precise ceremonial rounds 
and placed the wreath on the tomb. 

The military brass had manipulated the spray so 
that the word “Gay” on the red sash was obscured. 
Three officials pored over the written text of the 
prayer Metropolitan Community Church Reverend 
Larry Uhrig was to deliver, afraid he would politicize 
the moment. They whisked the wreath away the 
moment the ceremony ended, instead of leaving it 
there until the next ceremony starts, as is the custom. 

A gay member of the Marine honor guard on 
duty that day soon called Kameny to thank him for 
laying the wreath. The soldier recounted the para¬ 
noia of his superiors, and how they had 
sequestered a squad of police in the underground 
trophy room of the tomb complex, in anticipation 
of some sort of demonstration. 

The repeated ceremony soon became a normal 
event at the cemetery, absent slights and slurs. 

Laying the wreath continues to be an important 
statement about gays in the military for Kameny, 
“especially in light of the policy of Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell.” It is an affirmation that lesbians and 
gays have served and continue to serve with pride 
in the military services of our country. ▼ 


Anti-gay law costs 
Cincinnati over $20 million

CINCINNATI - Five con¬ 
ventions have canceled 
Cincinnati meetings because of 
the city’s legalistic anti-gay 
stance, producing a negative 
$20.5 million economic impact 
on the greater Cincinnati area, 
convention officials said Friday, 
May 19. 

The latest group to cancel a 
planned Cincinnati convention 
is the Ohio Psychological 
Association, said Beth Charlton, 
director of communications for 
the Greater Cincinnati 
Convention and Visitors Bureau. 

OPA President Dr. David 


Rogers said the decision to can¬ 
cel was made after the Sixth 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
upheld a voter-approved 1993 
Cincinnati Issue 3 charter 
amendment. Issue 3 mandated 
the city deny discrimination 
protection for gay, lesbian, or 
bisexual citizens. 

Rogers said his group 
decided to pull out after some 
members complained and 
threatened to boycott the con¬ 
vention if it were held in 
Cincinnati. The convention 
was planned for 300 attendees, 
with an economic impact to the 
city of approximately 
$250,000. 


Economic impact is calculat¬ 
ed by multiplying a projected 
$860 spending pattern by each 
conventioneer, by the number 
attending the meeting. 

In April, the Music Teachers 
National Association canceled 
its April 1999 Cincinnati con¬ 
vention because of Issue 3. The 
music association had earlier 
planned on attendance by 1,300 
teachers. 

Earlier this month, the 
American Statistical Associa¬ 
tion changed its mind about 
going to Cincinnati in 2000. The 
ASA’s 4,800 statisticians decid¬ 
ed, instead, to hold their conven¬ 
tion in Indianapolis. T

Council (NMAC) took steps to 
directly confront Republicans 
and their so-called “Contract 
With America” at its third annu¬ 
al “Our Place at the Table” 
National Meeting and 
Congressional Dinner May 22 


and 23 in Washington, D.C. The 
advocates, policy makers, and 
individuals from around the 
country involved in the fight 
against HIV/AIDS who attend¬ 
ed this year’s conference 
focused on challenges to the 
health and welfare of communi¬ 
ties of color posed by what is 
increasingly referred to as the 


Contract “On” America. 

NMAC hosted a 
Congressional dinner on 
Monday, May 22, featuring Wall 
Street Journal reporter Joe 
Davidson as keynote speaker. 
Dinner guests included Patricia 
Fleming, the Clinton adminis¬ 
tration’s National AIDS policy 
director; Helene Gayle and 


James W. Curran from the 
Centers for Disease Control; 
Democratic congressional mem¬ 
bers Carrie Meek of Florida and 
Nydia Velasquez of New York; 
and others. 

The National Minority AIDS 
Council was formed in 1987 to 
develop leadership within com¬ 
munities of color to address 


issues of HIV infection. Now, 
after the Republican’s congres¬ 
sional takeover, according to 
NMAC’s director of govern¬ 
ment relations and policy, 
Miguelina Maldonado, “The 
issues facing communities of 
color in the new political cli¬ 
mate are unique and need to be 
addressed.” ▼ 


Steroids Lauded as HIV Therapy at NYC Conference

As thousands of HIV/AIDS patients 
enjoy a new lease on life through hor¬ 
mone therapies which are effective in 
combating wasting and hypogonadism 
(hormonal depletion), a panel of experts 
met in New York Wednesday, May 17th 
to discuss the known benefits and plot the 
future of these promising treatments. 

“While many of the experimental ther¬ 
apies may hold promise for AIDS 
patients, in the near term, hormonal ther¬ 
apies may prove to be the very best hope 
of extending and improving the quality of 
lives of HIV/AIDS patients world wide,” 
said AIDS researcher Dave Purdy, co¬ 
host of the forum, and founder of the not- 
for-profit group Anabolics for AIDS. 

The panelists included Dr. Morris 


Schambelan, San Francisco General’s 
researcher regarding growth hormone in 
AIDS; Dr. Walter F. Jekot, discover of 
anabolic steroid therapies in AIDS; Dr. 
Charles Kochakian, who invented anabol¬ 
ic steroids in 1935; Dr. Donald Kotler, St. 
Luke’s Roosevelt, specialist in HIV wast¬ 
ing; Dr. Tadd Lazarus, Director Early 
Intervention, AIDS Center at St. 
Vincent’s hospital in New York; and Dr. 
Judith Rabkin, a Columbia University 
researcher regarding psychological bene¬ 
fits of anabolics in HIV. 

In addition to demonstrating that ana¬ 
bolic steroid hormones are effective in 
reversing the loss of lean muscle mass 
that leads to reduced resistance to dis¬ 
ease, the expert panel called for more 
research into the effects that anabolic 
steroids have on the human immune sys¬ 


tem. Preliminary indications are that ana¬ 
bolic steroids actually stimulate and sup¬ 
port certain immune processes. 

A climate of steroid fear 

A nationwide misunderstanding 
regarding anabolic steroids, coupled with 
political opportunism, has created a cli¬ 
mate of fear regarding these drugs that 
has delayed the broad acceptance of this 
useful therapy for HIV/AIDS patients. 

The use of anabolic steroids has been 
under a cloud of unfounded fear since 
several highly-publicized incidents, 
including Canadian Olympic star Ben 
Johnson’s loss of his gold medal in 
1988. 

Political pressure prompted the 
unprecedented passage of the Anabolic 
Steroid Control Act of 1990, in which the 


medication was reclassified from a Class 
5 to a Class 3 controlled substance, 
despite opposition from the American 
Medical Association as well as a number 
of medical experts. It was the first time 
that Congress had reclassified a medica¬ 
tion to a controlled substance without fol¬ 
lowing the appropriate FDA guidelines 
established since the early 1950s. 

Purdy’s co-host and co-moderator was 
Dr. Gabriel Torres, Director of the AIDS 
Center at St. Vincent’s Hospital. Sponsors 
for the program were Anabolics for 
AIDS; St. Vincent’s AIDS Education and 
Training Center; Gay Men’s Health 
Crisis; Community Health Project;

Missouri Award: 

It’s a San Francisco Dilley!

AIDS Health Project director James Dilley, 
M.D. has been honored with the University of 
Missouri Outstanding Young Physician Award. 

Dilley received the award at a meeting of the 
Missouri State Medical Association in St. Louis 
earlier this month. 

The award is given to University of Missouri 
graduates under 45 who have distinguished them¬ 
selves in medicine, according to a MU-Columbia 
spokeswoman. 

Dilley graduated from MU with a Bachelor’s 
degree in speech pathology and audiology in 1975, 
and went on to earn his medical degree from the 
MU School of Medicine in 1979. 

He completed his medical internship at San 
Francisco General Hospital and his psychiatrist 
residency at Langley Porter Neuropsychiatric 
Institute. 

Dilley helped AHP organize one of the earliest 
anonymous testing programs in the country, and 
played a key role in implementing pre-test and 
post-test counseling procedures that have become 
standardized healthcare practice in HIV testing. 




“Dr. Dilley was, and continues to be, one of the 
major figures in the AIDS batde,” said Dr. David 
Werdegar, former director 
of the SF Department of 
Public Health. “Many of 
the approaches he devel¬ 
oped have been adopted 
by other cities throughout 
the nation and have, 
indeed, become standards 
worldwide.” 

Dilley’s book Face 
to Face was the first 
complete compendium 
on AIDS counseling. 
He is an editorial board 
member for the jour¬ 
nals AIDS, AIDS Care, 
Psychological and 
Socio-Medical Aspects 
of AIDS/HIV, and the 
Immune Deficiency

table,” he said. 

But Lurie should stick to 
AIDS science and keep his nose 
out of economics because he 
doesn’t know what he’s talking 
about, a spokeswoman for the 
World Bank responded. 

“We are appalled that such 
an illogical article was pub¬ 
lished in a reputable medical 
journal,” said World Bank 
spokesperson Merrell Tuck. 

The article also drew the ire 
of the Bank’s senior health 
adviser, Richard G. A. Feachem, 
who charged Lurie’s analysis 
“falls well below the critical 
standards and intellectual rigor” 
of the journal. 

The controversial report is 
co-authored by Dr. Perry 
Hintzen of the Department of 
African American Studies at UC 
Berkeley, and CAPS researcher 
Robert Lowe, M.D., MPH of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

The article says that by the 
year 2000, 90 percent of all HIV 
infections will occur in develop¬ 
ing countries, where more than 
a billion people live below 
World Bank-defined poverty 
conditions. 

SAP weaknesses 

According to Lurie, the IMF 
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and World Bank’s “Structural 
Adjustment Programs,” 

designed to stimulate growth in 
the private sector and increase 
exports in countries with large 
deficits, are key factors in 
undermining the social fabric of 
developing countries. 

The article cites four AIDS 
risk factors associated with 
structural adjustment programs, 
including the loss of rural sub¬ 
sistence economies in favor of 
export-driven economic devel¬ 
opment and transportation infra¬ 
structures. 

“The shift to large scale 
export agriculture, logging, and 
mining displaces rural subsis¬ 
tence producers, who become a 
cheap labor pool for export 
industry,” Lurie says. 

And the decline in rural 
economies leads to migration, 
because rural areas are linked to 
export-driven urban centers 
with high HIV rates, since the 
transportation infrastructures 
are designed to support those 
urban economies rather than 
link outlying areas with other 
outlying areas. 

“These migration trends have 
profound implications for pat¬ 
terns of sexual relations. Male 
migrant workers may leave a 
single sexual partner in the 
countryside for multiple casual 
partners in the city,” Lurie wrote 
in the article. 

SAPs also decrease resources 
available to reduce risk behav¬ 
iors and to treat HIV infection 
and its complications, he said. 
But since developing countries 
are desperate for the financial 
assistance, Lurie said, they usu¬ 
ally agree to the SAP require¬ 
ments. 

As one example of how SAP 
policies have affected health in 
Africa, Lurie said that the impo¬ 
sition of a $2.15 per person 
“user fee” at STD clinics in 
Kenya has caused attendance at 
the country’s clinics to fall 
between 35 and 60 percent. The 
user fee - a requirement of a 
SAP loan agreement - increased 
the risk of HIV transmission and 
the burden of untreated STDs, 
he said. 

Similar decreases in clinic 
utilization have been reported in 
Mozambique, Ghana, Zaire and 
Zimbabwe, according to Lurie. 


over local health 

Tax reductions and other 
concessions to foreign investors 


have decreased revenues in 
developing countries, and the 
scant resources that are avail¬ 
able frequently get allocated to 
meet the “infrastructural needs 
of investors” instead of the 
health and welfare needs of 
local populations, according to 
Lurie. 

“Consequently,” he said, 
“many services and facilities 
have been eliminated, particu¬ 
larly in poorer regions.” 

Between 1980 and 1985, 
Lurie documents a 26 percent 
decline in spending on health, 
education, and welfare in sub- 
Saharan Africa. By 1990, the 
average healthcare expenditure 
per capita by African govern¬ 
ments was the equivalent of $2 
- cumulative; only seven cents 
per capita was spent that year 
by sub-Saharan African author¬ 
ities. 

By contrast, the United 
States spends $2.95 per capita 
annually for HIV prevention. 
Only 2.8 percent of all global 
expenditures for HIV go to sub- 
Saharan African, which has ten 
percent of the world’s popula¬ 
tion and two-thirds of the 
world’s HIV infections. 

The reduced funding has 
prompted trained healthcare 
workers to emigrate, Lurie said, 
and may also lead to the lack of 
basic infection control materials 
and the reuse of disposable 
syringes - both of which can 
lead to the spread of deadly dis¬ 
eases like HIV and the Ebola 
vims that is currently spreading 
through Zaire. 

Alternate ways of pursuing 
development must be created by 
the World Bank, Lurie says. 

“They would include the 
rescheduling of debt, emphasiz¬ 
ing regional self-sufficiency 
rather than export, and involv¬ 
ing local communities in truly 
cooperative development poli¬ 
cies,” he said. 

The authors of the report also 
want the bank to be required to 
obtain AIDS Impact Reports, 
similar to environmental impact 
reports, for future loans. 

The AIDS article was dis¬ 
missed an “extraordinarily 
naive” by World Bank econo¬ 
mist Philip Musgrove. 

“It is worse than a pity - it is 
a shame that a reputable journal 
which would never think to 
publish medical nonsense 
should allow itself to be used to 
publish nonsense of other 
sorts,” Musgrove said. T

Berkeley’s Umovitz: HIV t AIDS; HIV + HERV=AIDS

Anyone speaking with East Bay resi¬ 
dent Howard Umovitz might be forgiven 
for thinking he’s a member of ACT UP, 
which he isn’t, instead of a heterosexual 
biomedical researcher, which he is. The 
mistake would come easily for people 
who have listened to Umovitz rail against 
some of his professional colleagues - 
members of the AIDS establishment 
whom he accuses of valuing personal 
glory over science. 

One reason the national research infra¬ 
structure hasn’t found a cure for AIDS, 
according to Urnovitz, is because of what 
he calls its closed shop mentality. He 
should know: his own theories about 
AIDS, including his insistence that HIV 
is not the sole cause of the disease, have 
gotten him the same cold shoulder from 
that community that is usually reserved 
for fellow Berkeley scientist (and HIV 
heretic) Peter Duesberg. 

The difference between himself and 
Duesberg, according to Umovitz, is that 
Duesberg believes HIV is not even a 
causative agent in the formation of AIDS; 
Umovitz thinks HIV is involved, but 
something else is necessary for the dis¬ 
ease to develop. He said his research indi¬ 
cates the only difference between asymp¬ 
tomatic HIV patients and those with full¬ 
blown AIDS is the presence of Human 
Endogenous Retroviruses (HERV) anti¬ 
bodies. 

Those retroviruses, he believes, are the 
true key to the mystery of AIDS. “This is 
very important!” he told the B.A.R. “Why 
isn’t [the government] studying more 
people?” 

What makes it most frustrating, he 
says, is that “We know of drugs that can 
beat human endogenous vims now. 

“However, we don’t have the money to 


go after it, because we can’t get support 
from the financial community in the U.S. 
to go after it. Our money comes from 
overseas - Taiwan and Japan.” 

Fauci isn’t interested 

Through his Berkeley company, 
Calypte Biomedical, Umovitz has also 
developed HIV antibody urine tests and 
found some people who test positive for 
HIV in their urine may get negative 
results in 
blood tests. 
“This 
means that 
something 
tried to get 
in their sys¬ 
tem,” he 
said, “but 
only tran¬ 
siently - 
and once 
inside their 
body it was 
knocked 
down a- 
gain.”

study, car¬ 
ried out by Gene Shearer and Mario 
Clerici, of people with HIV-positive 
lovers. Shearer and Clerici’s team 
observed very high “killer” T-cells in the 
36 percent that never developed an HIV 
infection from their partners, according to 
Urnovitz, prompting them to conclude 
some people may be immune to infection 
- obviously a controversial hypothesis. 

Urnovitz says when he attempted to 
bring his theories to the attention of Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, the director of the 
National Institute of Allergies and 


Infectious Diseases, Fauci kicked him out 
of his Washington, D.C. office. That did 
not stop Urnovitz. 

“Hey, if I’m wrong,” he challenges, 
“prove me wrong. But if I’m right, let’s 
get busy. In January we had to fight our 
way through the back door [of the 
National Institutes of Health] to present 
scientific data that was the first of its kind 
to show the involvement of this very 
important virus. And we were told that 
we could not present this, that it would 
not be on the national agenda. 

“And you have to ask yourself, why 
are people working that hard to keep this 
out? This isn’t the Duesbergian approach 
of just saying everybody’s wrong. We’re 
trying to show good science and say, ‘If 
you think we’re wrong, take our [results], 
do it in your own lab, and then publish 
that we’re wrong.’ 

“That’s all we ask. We can’t even get 
that much.” 

Who’s setting 
the policy? 

“We may have lived long enough to 
see this thing change,” he said. “We can 
never bring back the people that died. But 
I’d hate to see any more suffer from this. 
The rates will keep climbing. It’s not a 
gay issue. It’s not a minority issue. It’s a 
person issue. It’s a human issue. It’s not 
going away. 

“The question is, who’s setting nation¬ 
al scientific policy? We don’t have any 
governing body that really is a nice make¬ 
up of everybody - government, academic, 
and corporate.” Perhaps the reason is that, 
as he speculates, “unfortunately too many 
of these people will lose their jobs once 
Congress finds out that HIV is not the 
direct cause of AIDS.” 

The kind of research environment 
Urnovitz envisions might have come 


about if President Clinton had imple¬ 
mented the proposed AIDS Cure Act, 
the so-called “Manhattan Project on 
AIDS” he pledged during his campaign. 
Clinton’s failure to do so has enraged 
some activists, but Urnovitz shrugs off 
that broken promise. He says he 
believes in the free market system more 
than he likes the idea of creating a new 
government agency, as outlined in the 
AIDS Cure Act, and is proud that 
Calypte was built with $25 million in 
private financing without the govern¬ 
ment’s help. 

“Our money has no strings attached to 
it; we don’t have to toe the government 
line that HIV is the cause of AIDS,” he 
told the B.A.R. And, he believes, that’s 
going to be necessary to fight the disease. 
Now that the gruntwork that has been the 
traditional route to scientific innovation 
- “skunk works, universities, students 
working long hours, professors working 
long hours” - is mostly lacking in the 
AIDS community today, “It’s going to 
take a bunch of entrepreneurs like 
myself, with limited budgets,” he said, 
“to go out there and really make the dif¬ 
ference.” 

Urnovitz the entrepreneur agrees with 
Umovitz the scientist that the NIH’s HIV- 
only theories just don’t pass the most 
basic tests: “I would look at return on 
investment,” he told the B.A.R., “and the 
amount of innovation that’s coming out 
does not justify it. 

“As a shareholder in America, I’d like 
to invest elsewhere. I’d like to sell my 
stock in that area and say to the other 
shareholders of America, you’re not get¬ 
ting your return in investment. I think you 
should talk to the CEO - who’s the pres¬ 
ident in this case - and say, Mr. President, 
you need to revisit this department. It’s a 
shambles.” ▼ 



Supes look forward toward Chinese

Medicine has become increas¬ 
ingly popular among San 
Franciscans, including members 
of the board of supervisors. 
Supervisor Angela Alioto has 
promised to introduce a resolu¬ 
tion next Tuesday, May 30, ask¬ 
ing the Health Service Systems 
Board to expand coverage for 
city employees to include 
Chinese medicine, including 
herbs, massage, and exercise. 

“If we can begin by provid¬ 
ing treatment coverage for our 
city employees, we may be able 
to persuade insurance compa¬ 
nies to expand the coverage to 
private sector customers,” said 
Alioto, who requested the hear¬ 
ing and was joined by 


Supervisor Mabel Teng. 

“Chinese medicine has been 
shown to greatly enhance the 
quality of life for people with 
HIV and AIDS, Chronic Fatigue 
Syndrome, hepatitis, cancer, 
and other immune system disor¬ 
ders,” Alioto said. “Chinese 
medicine dates back to approxi¬ 
mately 700 B.C., and is current¬ 
ly used by about 20 percent of 
the global population, making it 
the second largest medical sys¬ 
tem in the world.” 

Gay San Franciscans Tom 
Sinclair of the Immune 
Enhancement Project and 
Howard Moffett of the 
American College of 
Traditional Chinese Medicine 
spoke in favor of expanding city 
coverage to include Chinese 
medicine. ▼ 


Arpin dies at 49; memorials this weekend

Wonderfully, Fearfully Made. 

Arpin is survived by his 
mother, Jeanette Arpin of 
Chicopee, Massachusetts, and 
by numerous friends.

Smith Center Slated for Closure 

Substance abuse program cost: $350 per day per patient

A decision to shut down a 
city-run alcohol and drug treat¬ 
ment center that serves many 
people with AIDS will be the 
subject of a Thursday, June 1 
board of supervisors committee 
hearing. 

The decision to close the 
Tom Smith Center, a residential 
treatment program on the 
grounds of San Francisco 
General Hospital, was made in 
April after the facility flunked a 
program and site inspection. 

The 25-year-old program 
was renamed in the mid-1980s 
to honor a staff psychiatrist at 
the center who died of AIDS. 

The Center receives 
$865,000 a year from the Health 
Department’s Division of 
Community Substance Abuse 
Services (CSAS). 

The Health Department 
stopped accepting new clients 
on May 15, and will close the 
residential service program at

the end of June. The Health 
Department will seek a request 
for proposals from community- 
based residential care providers 
to provide the services. 

“It is discouraging to find 
that a program funded by CSAS 
is in such a questionable state. 
While there may be numerous 
reasons for such a situation, it is 
totally unacceptable to continue 
funding,” said CSAS director 
Larry Meredith. 

The Smith Center, which can 
serve up to 25 clients in its 45- 
day residential program, 
depends heavily on Ryan White 
AIDS funding to maintain oper¬ 
ations. The Health Department’s 
Office of AIDS makes recom¬ 
mendations to the city’s federal¬ 
ly-mandated HIV Planning 
Council about the expenditure 
of such funds. 

“It’s nearly one million [dol¬ 
lars] that I can’t justify re-allo¬ 
cating,” AIDS Office Director 
Dr. Mitch Katz told the B.A.R. 

The city spends more than 


$350 a day to care for one 
patient with HIV and substance 
abuse or alcohol problems at the 
center, according to Katz. Other 
residential care programs in the 
city could serve two clients a 
day for the same amount of 
funds, he said. 

Bad records, 
no procedures 

A March monitoring report 
found that the SFGH facility did 
not meet fire regulations, is not 
earthquake-proof or accessible 
to people with disabilities, pro¬ 
vided substandard clinical care, 
and kept inadequate records. 

Of 21 client charts reviewed 
by the Health Department, only 
three had treatment plans (none 
of them adequate), and no 
patient chart had completed 
records of physical examina¬ 
tions or counseling progress 
notes - or even drug, alcohol, or 
family and social histories, 
according to the report. 

Nor were there clearly out¬ 


lined program policies or patient 
procedures at the program. 

“For example, there is not a 
written policy for admissions or 
a grievance procedure, no orga¬ 
nizational chart, no participants’ 
rights procedure, and no policy 
for confidentiality of HIV sta¬ 
tus,” a March 23 CSAS monitor¬ 
ing report stated. 

“There is no special group 
for HIV+ clients or for lesbian 
and gay clients, even though 
these populations are part of the 
target group and are well repre¬ 
sented in the patient popula¬ 
tion,” the report said. 

But critics say poor Health 
Department oversight allowed 
the program to deteriorate and 
said the program should not be 
shut down until the Health 
Department can assure that cur¬ 
rent clients will be adequately 
cared for elsewhere. 

“There are no interim ser¬ 
vices set up and you can’t just 
close a program unless you have 
a place to provide interim ser-

safekeep the property and is 
guilty of felony embezzlement. 

“Albert Jenkins, doing busi¬ 
ness as Starlite Moving and 
Storage, did not have active 
authority to operate as a house¬ 
hold goods carrier in 
California,” Jung said in the 
affidavit. 

Still charging 
rent to the unwary 

On May 5, Jung interviewed 
Louise Bradley at the Northgate 
Convalescent Hospital in San 
Rafael, during which the elderly 
woman said she was unaware 
that Starlite had closed. 
Investigators produced a $100 
check to Starlite from Bradley, 
dated April 11, 1995, paying for 
the storage of her possessions 
through April. Starlight had 
been closed for over a month by 
then. 

Investigators concluded that 
Jenkins may still be receiving 
payments from other customers 
who have never been informed 
that Starlite is out of business. 

CPUC searches revealed that 
Starlite’s authority was sus¬ 
pended on July 16, 1993 for 
failure to maintain worker’s 
compensation insurance on file 
with the CPUC. Jung indicated 
that Starlite’s public liability 
and property damage insurance 
filing with the CPUC was can¬ 
celed on October 6, 1993, and 
its household goods carrier per¬ 
mit was revoked on October 14, 
1993. There was no further 
activity with Starlite’s license 
file since October 14, 1993. 
However, he said, the firm 
apparently continued to do busi¬ 


ness in violation of the law. 

Investigators said they were 
“extremely concerned” that 
Jenkins was entrusted with the 
entire belongings of as many as 
45 Starlite customers - and 
“may have taken an active role” 
in the loss of their property. 

Wilson E. Lewis, supervising 
investigator with the CPUC, 
said the May 15 search of 
Crocker’s Lockers yielded a 
two-drawer file cabinet full of 
Starlite’s company records 
including the freight bills and 
computer backup tapes. Lewis 
emphasized that Crocker’s 
Lockers was not involved in the 
investigation, but had simply 
rented space to Jenkins. 

Robert Perez, of the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s 
Consumer Fraud Unit, is working 
with the CPUC in an ongoing 
investigation into the matter. ▼

Saccharomyces Boulardii: 

The Friendly Yeast

D iarrhea can be one of the most uncomfort¬ 
able and debilitating of symptoms of any 
illness, but it is especially so in AIDS. 
Frequent watery stools can further dehy¬ 
drate, cause weakness and fatigue, and lad to seri¬ 
ous malnutrition in persons with AIDS. Now, how¬ 
ever, there is a possible treatment with a non-habit 
forming, apparently non-toxic natural yeast called 
Saccharomyces Boulardii, which may prove to be 
effective in stopping diarrhea in people with AIDS. 

Saccharomyces Boulardii (S. boulardii) is a 
type of friendly flora, but perhaps is the friendliest 
of them all. Not a bacteria, it is a live, nonpatho- 
genic yeast that is not completely-understood. 
Researchers are not sure of S. boulardii’s method 
of action. One theory on how it works is that S. 
boulardii is thought to produce lactose and there¬ 
fore can acidify its environment. Most yeasts (such 
as Candida albicans) decrease the acidity of the 
mucosal environment, making it easy for 
pathogens to take hold. 

S. boulardii is not related to 
Candida, in fact in an animal 
study published in The Journal 
of Infectious Disease 
(1993;168:1314-8) it has been 
shown that S. boulardii prevents 
the fungus from reproducing in 
the gut. Another theory is that 
S. boulardii may compete in 
the intestine with amoebas and 
Candida and eventually 
crowds them out. 

S. boulardii has been avail¬ 
able over the counter in Europe 
for years, and many animal and 
human studies show effectiveness 
but highlight the need for further, 
more complete trials. Research in 
controlling diarrhea from a variety 
of causes demonstrates that S. 
boulardii is promising in a number 
of situations, including: Crohn’s dis¬ 
ease, fungemia, C. difficile (a diffi¬ 
cult to treat diarrhea-causing bacte¬ 
ria), amoebas, colitis, and use of antibi¬ 
otics. 

Diarrhea is seen in 50 percent of HIV-positive 
people at some point during their disease. Most 
often the diarrhea is caused by bacterias, parasites, 
viruses, or fungi. Other diarrhea can be caused by 
certain medications (such as antibiotics) and by 
neoplasms such as Kaposi's Sarcoma and lym¬ 
phoma. Sometimes the cause of the diarrhea can¬ 
not be identified, and often it cannot be treated. 
Most medications can help ease the diarrhea but do 
not kill the culprit. The best treatment is to first 
identify the cause and eliminate it, but when the 
cause cannot be diagnosed, the diarrhea will obvi¬ 
ously be difficult to treat. . 

The current standards for relief in diarrhea are 
lomotil, motofen, paregoric and imodium. All of 
these anti-diarrhea medications except imodium 
are controlled substances because they are related 
to opium and they can be habit forming. Other over 
the counter products such as Kaopectate and 
Pepto-Bismol are usually ineffective in treating 
AIDS-related diarrhea. 

Alternative sources for treating diarrhea are 
psyllium husk, charcoal, and lactobacillus or aci¬ 
dophilus. Unfortunately, AIDS diarrhea caused by 
serious infections may not be easily treated by 
these alternative therapies. Psyllium husk and aci¬ 
dophilus may best be taken advantage of in early 
stage disease maintenance. Charcoal can be used 
to halt diarrhea, but should not be used with other 
medications since it absorbs everything in the GI 
tract. Furthermore, increasing fiber by eating 
whole grains and legumes are old remedies but 
may not hold water, so to speak, with serious 
AIDS-related diarrhea. 

Lactobacillus is a genus of friendly bacteria 
(meaning that it is not pathogenic) that includes 
the species acidophilus and bifidus. Antibiotics 
can kill the “friendly flora” in our intestines, and 
replacing them with these products can be helpful. 
Lactobacillus plus S. boulardii may be an impor¬ 
tant prophylaxis in controlling the GI environment. 
However, treatment of serious watery diarrhea may 
require a more powerful drug in the long run, and 
as noted above, some causes of diarrhea are quite 
untreatable. 

The reason there are not many anti-diarrhea 
treatments is because it is not a popular field of 


study. In AIDS, studies are also few but gaining 
ground as researchers see that people with AIDS- 
related diarrhea are a perfect population to 
research. Because the causes of AIDS-related diar¬ 
rhea are varied, however, results can be difficult to 
measure. Two French studies on S. boulardii in 
AIDS were presented at the 1990 International 
Conference on AIDS in San Francisco. Both stud¬ 
ies were of people with AIDS with common chron¬ 
ic diarrhea caused by a wide variety of pathogens. 

The studies showed that stools decreased sig¬ 
nificantly and weight was gained after high doses 
(up to three grams a day) were administered. It 
should be noted that S. boulardii is effective rather 
immediately, from one day to one week’s time. 

One Phase II pilot study of S. boulardii in HIV- 
related chronic diarrhea at the University of 
Washington in Seattle has been closed. The French 
company sponsoring the trial, Biocodex, decided 
to put their energies in a larger, non-AIDS-related 
phase III trial that would gain them approval from 
the FDA sooner. According to Kris Moyer, R.N., 
research coordinator of the trial, “as a nurse on the 
trial I was very encouraged by the response 
I was seeing.” Although half of the par¬ 
ticipants were on placebo, based on 
Moyer’s observations, about a third of 
the 23 participants were “responders.” 
Clearly this shows that more studies 
of S. boulardii need to be done. 
Moyer seemed to think that the 
field was opening up as 
researchers understand more 
about the etiology of AIDS- 
related diarrhea and face the 
fact that the problem is “not 
going away.” 

One of the amazing things 
about S. boulardii is that stud¬ 
ies have shown a remarkably 
low toxicity profile. There 
may be, however, more of a 
risk with S. boulardii in 
immunocompromised peo¬ 
ple. In people with AIDS, 
safety data is not entirely 
available. Systemic fungal 
infections were seen in non-AIDS 
trials in Europe in a few patients 
with severe colonic problems. Therefore, even 
though we are dealing with different populations, a 
damaged colon is a damaged colon and further 
toxicity studies need to be conducted in PWAs. 

People with AIDS have been using S. boulardii 
for years. Available in the buyers clubs, it is anoth¬ 
er promising treatment not accessible through con¬ 
ventional means. At the PWA Health Group, the 
buyer’s club in New York City, the German- 
imported S. boulardii is probably one of the club’s 
top five sellers. California based Jarrow Formulas, 
Inc. was experiencing such a demand for the yeast 
that they temporarily ran out of stock. 

One anecdotal report from Keith Trammer 
shows the dramatic and speedy results of S. 
boulardii. Keith is a person with AIDS who was 
diagnosed in late 1990. He developed Cryp¬ 
tosporidium that caused severe diarrhea, and was 
treated with humatin for over a year. Keith discov¬ 
ered S. boulardii through a friend and began taking 
high doses. His diarrhea stopped - literally 
overnight. Three months later, maintenance with a 
combination of lower dose S. boulardii, aci¬ 
dophilus, and bifidus cultures have rendered him 
free from diarrhea. He states, “S. boulardii is a rel¬ 
atively inexpensive way to go to treat yourself for 
diarrhea in whatever [illness] you have. It’s easy to 
take, there are no side effects ... it definitely 
works”. 

The confusion over systemic fungal infections 
in people with AIDS must be sorted out before we 
can definitely determine if S. boulardii is 100 per¬ 
cent safe. Until then, waiting for further studies 
may seem futile when an effective product as inex¬ 
pensive as Saccharomyces boulardii is available 
now. ▼

Bashing-Aid

f you are reading this paper, 
odds are excellent, alas, 
that you or someone you 
know and care about is 
going to get queer-bashed in the 
next year. The approach of the 
gay pride season, ironically, 
probably only increases the rel¬ 
ative risk, as it brings the whole 
issue into increased public 
prominence. Therefore, this col¬ 
umn is dedicated to helping 
members of the queer communi¬ 
ty survive bashing. 

Much of this is based on my 
own most recent bashing this 
past winter. I didn’t do every¬ 
thing right, but I like to think 
I’ve learned from my mistakes. 
Part of the problem was simply 
my psychological unprepared¬ 
ness - I just didn’t assume that 
such things could happen to me, 
although they’d happened to me 
before (albeit not nearly as 
severely as the last attack). 

But odds are too good that it 
will happen to you, or to some¬ 
one you know, or in front of 
you. Given how “soft” our cul¬ 
ture is on right-wing violence, 
the incidence of fag-bashing can 
only increase. I think it’s a good 
idea to put a little thought into 
how you’ll deal with it in 
advance. 

First of all, some psychologi¬ 
cal preparation. It’s important to 
remember throughout the whole 
incident that it’s not your fault 
that it’s happening. Queer bash¬ 
ers are trouble waiting to hap¬ 
pen; your being their target has 
little to do with who you are. 
There is, therefore, little point in 
agonizing what you did to 
“bring it on,” since your primary 
“mistake” in this case was sim¬ 
ply existing. 


Having said this, I can go on 
to say that there are a few things 
you can do to de-escalate a 
bashing session. First and fore¬ 
most, avoid bantering back and 
disputing hostile verbal state¬ 
ments made by the bashers. We 
can out-insult them nine times 
out of ten, but this only encour¬ 
ages them to get physical. I got 
some great insults in on my 
basher, and he broke my rib. In

retrospect, I’m not happy with 
the outcome. I wish now I’d 
screamed and fled a little faster. 

Which brings us to our num¬ 
ber-one bashing-avoiding tactic, 
namely screaming and fleeing. 
This may seem undignified - 
and undoubtedly will be gratify¬ 
ing to the would-be basher - but 
it does offer you your best 
chance of avoiding getting beat¬ 
en up. 

Screaming mimis 

Unfortunately, most bashings 
escalate so suddenly that you’ll 
have little opportunity to try and 
head one off. Most likely, you’ll 
suddenly find yourself in a 
bashing situation, with no 
options other than fighting or 
fleeing. 

Assuming that you’re not the 
intended victim but rather a 
bystander, you might want to 
consider helping to confront the 
basher. I have yet to hear of this 
happening, of bystanders inter¬ 
vening to stop a bashing, which 
is disappointing. What I hear 
about every bashing, and have 
alas experienced myself, is that 
bystanders stand around dum- 
founded and that no one helps

the victim. “Nobody did any¬ 
thing! They just stood around!” 
is a common lament of the 
bashed. 

Well, we’re a community 
under attack, somewhat isolated 
socially, and our ability to sur¬ 
vive is going to depend heavily 
on our ability to look after each 
other and take care of our own. 
If every time someone tried to 
queer-bash they found them¬ 
selves confronted by a militant 
community, they would soon 
lose interest in the pastime. I 
understand the shock that takes 
hold during such incidents, but I 
would feel better if the commu¬ 
nity tended, as a rule, toward 
intervention in these situations 
rather than avoidance. 

I would also like to place a 
strong emphasis on screaming. 
Screaming, more than shouting, 
says to the world that something 
is wrong. If you’re bashed, 
scream. It feels good, and it may 
even do some good. Likewise, if 
you witness a bashing but don’t 
feel capable of intervening 
directly, you might want to con¬ 
sider screaming. A bunch of 
screaming mimis is going to dis¬ 
courage bashers from hanging 
around to finish their filthy 
work. 

Fortunately, most bashers 
don’t appear to have thought out 
their attacks very well. They 
have the edge on us, their vic¬ 
tims, because they’re prepared 
for what’s going to happen and 
we’re not, but they tend not to 
have a program for what to do 


after the bashing has started. 
This means that a sudden, unex¬ 
pected turn of events, such as a 
whole crowd of screaming 
would-be victims, might suc¬ 
ceed in unnerving the bashers 
and derailing their attack. 

Catch the bastards 

Let’s assume, however, that 
the attack has not been derailed 
and that you or a friend has been 
bashed. What do you do? For 
your own mental health, you 
might want to call CUAV 
(Community United Against 
Violence - 777-5500) for both 
post-bashing counseling and to 
get a victim’s advocate to help 
you with the aftereffects. 

Primary among your post¬ 
bashing chores is catching the 
bastards who did it to you and 
seeing that they pay some price 
for their fun. This will not be 
easy. Less than five percent of 
bashers are caught and convict¬ 
ed. The police will likely not be 
helpful, even here in enlight¬ 
ened San Francisco (and as for 
Mobile or St. Louis - I don’t 
even want to think about it!). It 
may take quite a bit of insis¬ 
tence to get them to even take a 
report, let alone do any serious 
work to solve the crime and 
catch the bashers. 

Assuming you can even get 
official interest in the case, 
you’ll need witnesses. 
Immediately after the event, you 
should canvass bystanders and 
take names and numbers of 
potential witnesses. This is what 


I forgot to do at my last bashing, 
and it almost cost us the case 
against my basher. 

Finally, if you witness a 
bashing, offer some help to the 
victims afterward, if only to ask 
if they’re okay. You don’t have 
to charge in like some superman 
to prevent the bashing; you 
don’t have to scream or call the 
police; but at least it behooves 
us to help each other in our dis¬ 
tress. 

I suppose most people don’t 
want to “get involved,” particu¬ 
larly in something as sordid as a 
bashing, but again our commu¬ 
nity survival is going to depend 
on our solidarity. If we just 
stand around and passively 
watch our brothers and sisters 
getting trashed, we won’t last 
long as a community, and what’s 
more, we won’t deserve to. 

Bashing is a growing part of 
the “gay lifestyle.” You never 
think it’s going to happen to you 
- until suddenly it does. And the 
world never seems the same, 
never seems quite safe again. It 
is an unfortunate part of our 
reality, like AIDS. And like 
AIDS, we must mobilize against 
it, however incompletely and 
inefficiently we do so at first. At 
bottom line it is a question of 
survival, a question we must 
answer if we want to stay 
around. 

May the goddess grant that 
you never be bashed, but if you 
are, try to get the creeps who did 
it to you if only to make the 
world safer for everyone. ▼

Love Needs Care

his week in 1972, a 31-year-old 
Los Angeles gay man was fever¬ 
ishly working to open the 
nation’s first VD clinic serving a 
specifically gay clientele. Dr. Ben Teller 
and his staff at the Los Angeles Gay 
Community Services Center were putting 
the finishing touches on the clinic, in 
preparation of a planned Pride Month 
opening. 

True, some avoided the clinic because 
its first incarnation was in the low-rent 
section of downtown L.A., and it was 
boycotted in its first year by lesbians who 
felt underserved, but women’s healthcare 
was eventually incorporated, and the clin¬ 
ic was quickly recognized as a bargain by 
the L.A. County board of supervisors, 
which funded a $50,000 grant. 


The GCSC’s plan for a trailblazing 
medical facility came complete with a 
“Love Needs Care” poster campaign. 
‘There was a big deal about getting some 
gay-friendly advertising out,” Teller, now 
retired and living in Los Angeles, told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “The posters were 
something you could put up in bars to get 
people to come in.” 

The clinic provided vital services, 
especially for closeted and underage men 
who could not disclose the real details of 
their sex lives to physicians. 

“What was important was that we 
developed a program that was directly 
targeted to gay people and run by gay 
people,” at a time when there weren’t any 
other gay-specific services available. 

“We had a positive effect on the 
patients,” he said, “and also on the pro¬ 
fessionals, encouraging them to come out 


as well.” One doctor who worked at the 
clinic under a false name eventually 
became a public speaker about gay rights. 

Teller said the clinic provided an 
unprecedented chance for gay medical pro¬ 
fessionals to work together, but more 
importantly it made it easy for gay men to 
talk about their sexually-related medical 
problems in an atmosphere where VD treat¬ 
ment was removed from sexual guilt, so 
that getting treatment for gonorrhea could 
be no different from getting a cold treated. 

Those were the “good old days,” of 
course, when STDs were still VD, and 
VD wasn’t life-threatening. ‘This was 
during the 70s, a period of sexual libera¬ 
tion and sexual experimentation,” he 
recalled. “This was during a period of 
time when gay men were screwing every¬ 
thing that moved.” 

The lack of services at the clinic for 


women was not an intentional omission, 
Teller said, but the reaction served as a 
lightening rod, and as a catalyst for the 
necessary change. “We wanted to do it 
[before],” he said. “Part of it was getting 
personnel.... It was trying to be cosexual.” 

Other clinic organizers, according to a 
1972 Advocate article, included clinical 
psychologist Newton Deiter, Ph.D.; for¬ 
mer brewery executive Kenneth Bartley; 
socialite Mrs. Lee Sisson; psychiatrist Dr. 
Martin Field; psychiatric social worker 
June Herrle; and businessman Paul 
Olson. 

Teller was the clinic’s medical director 
until 1978, at which time he joined the 
board of directors. He also enjoyed a 
mainstream career, completing a psychi¬ 
atric residency at Cedars-Sinai Medical 
Center and a private practice in 
Hollywood. ▼

rian Thorstenson is the kind of man 
you want to sit and watch in a dark¬ 
ened room. Good thing he’s an 
actor. And the 450 Geary Theater is 
a more than adequately darkened room in 
which to view Thorstenson in Heading 
South, the new solo play he has written for 
himself. Heartfelt and funny, without being 
cloying or smarmy. Heading South is a sort 
of hometown version of Lily Tomlin and 
Jane Wagner’s Search for Signs of 
Intelligent Life in the Universe. 

Thorstenson’s gallery of characters - a 
waiter, a cab driver, an architect, a 
repressed school teacher, a closet case - 
isn’t as wacky or diverse as Tomlin’s, but 
the touching interconnectedness of their 
lives, and their endearing humanity (both 
collectively and individually) make them 
just as interesting. 

The characters are well drawn and dis¬ 
tinct, but what makes the evening fly is 
Thorstenson himself. Lean and lanky, the 
actor displays a physical grace that allows 
him to easily inhabit a range of characters, 
from the queeny waiter to the drugged out 
closet case. His voice remains basically the 
same, but he is able to control the volume 
knob and the archness/tenderness toggle so 
expertly as to become different people 
before our eyes. 

Thorstenson’s characters are mostly gay

find protection in the house¬ 
hold of a powerful relative at 
Kilspindie and to have com¬ 
pleted his education, such as it 
was, at the seminary attached 
to the cathedral of Dundee.” 
But in Braveheart, Gibson has 
one brother, and no mother. 
When his father and sibling are 
killed in battle, his uncle 
comes to take him away and 
educate him. 

ccording to The 
'' ' Columbia Encyclopedia 
(Columbia University 
Press, 1993), Wallace’s first 
major battle was against the 
forces of Edward I and 
occurred when he “marched on 
Scone and met an English 
force of more than 50,000 
before Stirling Castle in 
September 1297. The English, 
trying to cross a narrow bridge 
over the Forth River, were 
killed as they crossed, and 
their army was routed.” In the 
film, however, the action has 
been transferred to a field. 
Killing the enemy as they 
crossed a bridge wasn’t macho 
enough? 

HI hat’s really exasperat- 
/ ing about Braveheart 
Wm m above and beyond its 
historical inaccuracies are the 
lengths Gibson and writer 
Randall Wallace have gone to 
make Edward II into an 
unsympathetic nelly queen. 
Just because you’re a bisexual 
(or gay) King doesn’t mean 
you wear lipstick and mince 
about in dresses. Of course it 
would be nice if more kings 
did such things, but this picture 
of Edward is not accurate. In 
fact, the Effigy of Edward II in 
Gloucester Cathedral shows a 
bearded and mustached man, 
not Quentin Crisp in a ball 
gown. 

I n the film’s most insuffer¬ 
able scene, an angry 
Edward I throws his son’s 
paramour (probably meant to 


be Piers Gaveston) out a win¬ 
dow to his death. The scene is 
played for laughs. There is no 
sympathy for the son or the 
lover. The fact that this never 
occurred makes the moment 
even more horrifying. With 
queer bashing at an all-time 
high, this film’s treatment of 
homosexuals is truly frighten¬ 
ing. Brian Lowry, more or 
less, came to similar conclu¬ 
sions when he wrote in the 
May 19 edition of Variety, “It 
is notable, in light of past con¬ 
troversial remarks attributed to 
the star, that the king’s gay son 
(well-played by Peter Handly) 
is an unsympathetic character, 
but then again, so is virtually 
every one of noble rank in the 
film.” 

F or another view of the 
king, rent the late Derek 
Jarman’s low-budgeted 
film Edward II, which captured 
the turmoil of Edward’s brief 
reign. Jarman’s end product was 
a work of art that created a full- 
bodied person with a soul. He 
made the man’s life relevant to 
us today. 

B ad Art Makes For Good 
Therapy?: A copy of 
Reel Life/Real Life: A 
Video Guide for Personal 
Discovery has been sitting 
around the office for a couple 
of months. We don’t know 
quite what to do with a guide 
that promotes bad art as a tool 
for healing. The entry for the 
execrable film Beaches ends,

Diva Dive 

Phoebe Legere at Club Confidential

ew York cult favorite Phoebe Legere 
, I sailed into town this weekend on a 
1 wave of anticipation for her ambitious¬ 
ly-titled one-woman show Shame, 
Depravity and Lesbianism in the Twilight of a 
Dying Civilization. Scheduled for Club 
Confidential, the occasional retroglam dyke 
social club put on by that pillar of San 
Francisco genderbending society, Mr. Stafford, 
with Jordy Jones and Allison Hennessy, the 
evening promised to be delightfully decadent 
plunge into avant-garde performance. 

Unfortunately, the show, while not a total 
wash, was neither the stunning tour-de-force 
that the hype led one to be believe it would be. 
Plagued by murky sound, an awkward stage 
setup that left half the audience to its own noisy 
devices, and a generally confusing and slightly- 
off feel, Legere’s queer cabaret act fell short of 
sweeping the crowd off its feet. 

There is no doubt that the self-styled 
“Renaissance Babe” has considerable talent. 
She possesses a fine four-octave-range voice, 
played the piano very well, switching effort¬ 
lessly from honky-tonk to cabaret, ballad, and 
pop styles with ease, wielded the accordion 
like a seasoned polkameister, and thrashed an 
electric guitar in quasi-Courtney Love fashion. 
At one point during her act, Legere even paint¬ 
ed a whimsical self-portrait on the back wall of 
the stage. Much of her material appeared to be 
drawn from a confessional, personal base. 
What could be heard of it sounded earnest - 


sort of Feminism 101 - rather than sardonic, as 
Legere attempted to work a theatrical edge 
between parody and therapy. It was an uneasy 
marriage between pseudo-burlesque style and 
what seemed a serious critique of the evils of 
American society - consumerism, misogyny, 
homophobia, the silencing of the artist, etc., 
etc. 

Displaying her tall, blonde, buxomness in 
’70s bargirl drag, Legere transformed herself 
into a sexpot nurse and subjected a volunteer 
from the audience (Stafford) to a “post-femi¬ 
nist” reeducation process aimed at reducing 
females to “insecure, inadequate, and unsatis¬ 
fied” shadows of their formerly empowered 
selves. This was amusing in an unexpected 
way, given the subject’s ambiguous gender 
identity. But even for those who are attuned to 
camp aesthetics, the critical significance of an 
underwear-flashing blonde bombshell hump¬ 
ing the piano suggestively while singing a 
plaintive and melancholy homage to lost inno¬ 
cence or ranting about gender discrimination 
may be a bit of a stretch. Too many and too 
vague mixed messages tend to leave one numb 
rather than creatively subverted. 

Perhaps in a different venue, like the classic 
(and quieter) cabaret at Eichelberger’s (where 
Legere has been performing in a ten-day run 
ending May 28), this category-defying per¬ 
former can be better appreciated. As it was, 
Legere couldn’t take command of the sartorial¬ 
ly enhanced crowd at Club Confidential, who 
remained more interested in each other than in 
her postmodern performance. ▼

Still processing 
the death of his lover, Alan, to 
AIDS, Kurt bemoans his co- 
workers’ unawareness of gay 


history (they don’t know who 
Sylvester was) and finds him¬ 
self facing his first post-Alan 
date. As Kurt gets ready for his 
evening out, all the while carry¬ 
ing on a lively conversation 
with the ghost of his lover, 
Thorstenson brilliantly creates 
the anticipation of a much- 
feared, much-desired romantic 
possibility. Kurt surveys him¬ 
self in the mirror and goes 
through a series of shirts before 
settling on just the right one. 
The scene is a beautiful render¬ 
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ing of teenage-like 
anxiety/exhilaration tempered 
by the world-weariness of one 
who has lost too many loved 
ones too early in life. 

Making connections 

Vernon the Vibratile is a 
more challenging character, but 
Thorstenson pulls it off. A 
vibratile, we learn, is some¬ 
thing, or in this case someone, 
who vibrates. Vernon, a physi¬ 
cist turned cab driver, is a victim 
of sub-atomic oversensitivity. 
Colors, sounds, and the vibra¬ 
tions of human personalities 
affect him in violent, physical 
ways: he sees a bus hit a car on 
Market Street, he vomits and 
blacks out. He calls it a “melt¬ 
down.” 

Life in the city is a constant 
barrage of stimuli, so Vernon 
has taken to driving a cab at 
night to lessen the impact of his 
surroundings. Though the only 
straight man in the play, Vernon 
is still the kind of universally 
sensitive (physically and emo¬ 
tionally) man who can channel 
Whitman poems and act as a 
strong connection between peo¬ 


ple. As a cab driver, he is con¬ 
veniently and effectively used 
to connect Thorstenson’s char¬ 
acters. 

As more of these characters 
are introduced, the stories begin 
to overlap. The closet case takes 
Vernon’s cab to a sex club and 
Vernon reacts to his negative 
vibration. A young Idaho school 
teacher, who’s only recently 
come out of the closet, takes 
Vernon’s cab on an all-day 
sightseeing tour around the Bay. 
The young man emits a wonder¬ 
ful hum that somehow changes 
Vernon’s frequency and allows 
the cabbie to move on with his 
life. 

After Kurt the waiter’s disas¬ 
trous date with an HIV-positive 
architect who can’t deal with 
men who are HIV negative, he 
goes to a bar with the express 
purpose of finding a man, fuck¬ 
ing him in every possible posi¬ 
tion, then forgetting his name. 
The guy he picks, of course, is 
the youthful school teacher from 
Idaho, where homosexuality is 
still a felony. 

In the soft light of his hotel 
room, the young man glories in 


the wonder of his new life in 
San Francisco. As the post- 
coital Kurt dozes, he tells the 
horror story of his life in a small 
Idaho town and why he headed 
south to San Francisco. 
Thorstenson’s quiet, poignant 
rendering of a young gay man 
emerging from his shell is 
achingly beautiful. 

The only complaint that can 
be lodged against Heading 
South is that it ends. 
Thorstenson and director 
David Dower offer such won¬ 
derful characters that 75 min¬ 
utes in their presence seems 
hardly enough. The whole 
evening is top notch. The prac¬ 
tical, striking (even surprising) 
set is by Michael Brown, the 
effective lighting by Libby 
Kava, and the sound design by 
John F. Karr. Make no mistake: 
in such capable hands, 
Heading South won’t lead you 
astray. ▼

The Stories of Chea Villanueva 

Pages From a Life

till Jtil* y stories are trips to 
the past, composites 
of people I’ve 
known all my life, 
conversations we’ve had, times 
we’ve shared. The characters 
are all around me. It’s like I’m 
in love with them or at least the 
memories of them.” 

Chea Villanueva, renegade 
working-class butch writer, 
half-Irish, half-Filipina, rips 
pages from the notebook of her 
42 years of living. Her most 
recent book, Jessie’s Song 
(Richard Kasak Books, $9.95), 
is a collection of short stories 
that mirror dyke life. “I write 
about what’s really familiar in 
my life, and most of it is true, 
just changed around. The excep¬ 
tion would be ‘Smokey’s Story,’ 
which is a complete sex fanta¬ 
sy.” 

There’s the author’s first 
love, Dale, and Crystal (“She 
was the first prostitute I ever 
slept with; she’s dead now”) and 
Jessie, a friend from reform 
school, whose last known resi¬ 
dence was a mental institution. 
The short story for which the 
collection is named describes 
the meeting of two young hutch¬ 
es in a hostile territory: 

I met Jessie in 1967 at The 
State Reformatory for Girls. 
She was the baddest girl I ever 
met and looked much older than 
her sixteen years. Her arms 
were scarred from her wrists to 
the elbow from knife fights and 
where she cut herself with 
razors. I heard she even took a 
straightedge to her own mother 
’cause she wouldn’t let Jessie 
have her way. Both her front 
teeth were knocked out from a 
fight she had with two male 
guards from another reform 
school, and she wore her hair 
man-style in a short fro, square 
in the back and close on the 
sides. Her eyes were what 
scared me. One eye went in one 
direction, while the other 
looked straight ahead. It was 
like she could see you at all 
times.

Untold tales 

Villanueva focuses on her 
own life then enlarges upon it, 
much in the tradition of the 
sharp-edged dyke short stories 
found in such collections as 
True to Life Adventure Stories, 
edited by Judy Grahn more than 
a dozen years ago. But more 
recent lesbian fiction has been a 
disappointment to Villanueva, 
who finds a dearth of fiction for 
lesbians of color. 

“I go in bookstores all the 
time and it’s almost impossible 
to find fiction by (new or emerg¬ 
ing writers) who are lesbians of 
color. And when I look at a lot 
of lesbian fiction, it’s sappy love 
stories with rich, glamorous 


women. Well, the women I 
know are not glamorous, they’re 
not movie stars, and they don’t 
have a lot of money. They work 
hard, they have real struggles. 
But their stories, for the most 
part, aren’t being told, or if they 
are being told, they aren’t being 
published.” 

She blames this trend on the 
mass media, which project 
images that run counter to the 
lives of most lesbians. “Look at 
the stories they run - they think 
Rita Mae Brown is a typical les¬ 
bian writer - or the movies, like 
Bar Girls. I don’t know any 
women who look like that or 
who act like that. It’s just not

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'Ten Percent' Struggles Against Tough Odds 

How to Succeed in Business

: rank Loesser was wrong. 

You can’t succeed in 
business without really 
trying. 

Three years after a promising 
national launch, San Francisco- 
based Ten Percent magazine is 
struggling with low circulation 
numbers, increased competi¬ 
tion, and an unstable identity. 
Several staff overhauls have 
only weakened the continuity of 
the magazine, which has yet to 
turn a profit. With more gay 
publications premiering every 
month, drawing on a small num¬ 
ber of potential readers, many of 
these new magazines will sim¬ 
ply not survive, as the recent 
demise of the gay Urban Fitness 
attests. Many eyes in the gay 
publishing world are watching 
the changes at Ten Percent to see 
how a troubled venture can be 
saved. 

Bevan Dufty, Ten Percent’s 
new associate publisher, is quite 
aware of the magazine’s identity 
crisis. 

“People say that Out is like 
the gay Vanity Fair, the 
Advocate is like Newsweek, and 
Genre is like GQ, only out of the 
closet. Those are all good tag 
lines,” he says. “I don’t think we 
exactly have one.” 

Ten Percent’s original aim 
was to be a general interest 
lifestyle magazine for gay men 
and lesbians. But the New York- 
based Out seems to have taken 
the crown in that department, 
and Ten Percent is left searching 
for an identity beyond its com¬ 
petition. 

Steven Petrow, the maga¬ 
zine’s new editor, doesn’t want 
Ten Percent to be the Jan Brady 
of gay magazines. 

“In the good old days. Out 
and Ten Percent were seen as 
real direct competitors,” says 
Petrow. “I think previously, even 
though we started out at the 
same time. Ten Percent has been 
seen as the lesser sister.” 

Michael Golf, publisher of 
Out, says that it is just this kind 
of thinking that has hindered 
Ten Percent to date. “I would 
say that the future of that maga¬ 
zine is not tied up in Out,” he 
says, “and if they stopped look¬ 
ing to us and keep changing 
because of what we do or don’t 
do, they would do a lot better. 
Figure out what you want to do, 
and do it well. It’s not about 
what anyone else is doing, 
because it’s not a zero-sum 
game.” 

Ten Percent seems to be wak¬ 
ing up to this advice. Instead of 
challenging Out as a general 
interest magazine. Ten Percent 
will shift gears to become a 
“service magazine” by the fall. 
Rather than addressing a broad 
range of events and trends each 
month, service magazines 
answer questions and tackle 
problems regarding specific 
issues pertinent to their readers. 
An issue of Ten Percent devoted 
to workplace concerns, for 
example, might include a list of 
ten ways to challenge verbal 
harassment on the job, a column 
on legal issues relating to dis¬ 
crimination suits, and advice on 
how to discuss sexual orienta¬ 
tion during a job interview. 

“This seemed like the natural 
direction for Ten Percent to take, 
and then we’ll have no competi¬ 
tion,” says Petrow. Although 


service magazines like Men’s 
Health and Allure, with their 
how-to approach to living, rep¬ 
resent a booming segment of the 
mainstream publishing industry, 
there is no gay service magazine 
currently available. 

“When you read a magazine 
like Men’s Health, it’s not that 
gay friendly,” says Petrow. “A 
lot of our readers and potential 
readers read that magazine, but 
not one speaks to us. Ten 
Percent will speak to all the 
areas of our lives, presenting 
real solutions to queer prob¬ 
lems.” 

For the boys 

Men’s Health is hardly a 
random comparison. Another 
key element of Ten Percent’s 
drive to increase circulation 
involves slanting the magazine 
toward a male audience. 

Currently, Ten Percent draws 
a readership that is roughly two- 
thirds male. Until now the con¬ 
tent has been roughly even in 
terms of gender, but the maga¬ 
zine will now shift its content in 
keeping with its readership: 
roughly two-to-one male con¬ 
tent over female content. The 
risk, of course, is that this shift 
will alienate female readers and 
tilt the demographics even fur¬ 
ther. 

“We will still be very inclu¬ 
sive of women’s issues,” says 
Petrow. “But we understand that 
that’s where our readership is.” 

A magazine is a business like 
any other, and the bottom line 
often determines what’s inside. 
The slant toward male content is 
surely reflective of advertisers’ 
desires; while the gay male mar¬ 
ket has many national sponsors 
salivating, advertising represen¬ 
tatives haven’t yet figured out 
how to pitch the lesbian market 
as effectively to advertisers, 
even though their own data 
show an affluent and sophisti¬ 
cated lesbian readership. More 
male content attracts more 
national advertisers. 


Lesbians need 
to be seen and heard 

Frances Stevens, publisher of 
the lesbian monthly Deneuve, is 
keenly aware of the problems of 
pitching lesbian consumers to 
advertisers. “The problem is this 
idea that gay men are hip and 
trendy and they are the place to 
put new money,” she says. 
“Lesbians are sort of the invisi¬ 
bles.” 

Stevens worries that a gay 
male slant in content will create 
a more severe gay male slant in 
advertising, which will only fur¬ 
ther marginalize lesbian readers 
in mixed magazines like Ten 
Percent. “When you’re doing 
that and you get more men’s 
ads, it sort of overwhelms the 
content,” she says. “Even if your 
content is fifty-fifty, if your ads 
are 90 percent male-oriented, 
it’s perceived as a male-oriented 
book.” 

Advertising is the lifeblood 
of magazines. Publishers look at 
ad pages and demographic 
breakdowns to determine a 
magazine’s direction, content, 
and success. Ten Percent’s read¬ 
ership has certain characteristics 
that appeal to sponsors, like a 
high average household income 
($72,000), white collar jobs (67 
percent), and college degrees 
(72 percent). But the total circu¬ 
lation - 75,000 - is neither as 



large as Out’s nor as tightly 
focused as the smaller Genre’s, 
and is thus less attractive. 

Quality speaks for itself 

Even though more national 
advertisers are targeting the gay 
market, the total number is still 
relatively small. And gay maga¬ 
zines often find themselves 
competing with one another for 
new accounts, tearing down 
their competition as a less effi¬ 
cient buy at the same time they 
build up their own images. If, as 
Michael Goff suggests, reader- 
ship is not a zero-sum game - 
where one player can gain only 
at a competitor’s expense - at 
this point it appears that adver¬ 
tising may be. 

Dufty says, “The perception 
among advertisers and their 
agencies is that we are all 
attacking each other.” 

He is hoping that the new 
positioning of the magazine will 
ease the competition. Along 
with serious graphic re-design 
and new staffers, the editorial 
changes offer another chance 
for Ten Percent to turn a profit. 
Others in the world of gay pub¬ 
lishing and advertising will 
watch attentively to see if publi¬ 
cations can indeed get a second 
chance, or if the wave of pre¬ 
mieres they have witnessed will 
turn into a wave of failures. 

Dufty, for one, is optimistic 
that Ten Percent and other new¬ 


comers will survive. All it takes 
is to put out a quality product. 
“It’s about stepping up to the 
great competition and recogniz¬ 
ing that we have to do a better 


job and define ourselves better 
and present ourselves more 
strongly,” he says. “You don’t 
have to destroy each other to 
succeed.” T 
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'Orphee et Eurydice' at SF Opera 

Hit and Miss 


As Eurydice, Dawn Upshaw 
was disappointing. It is not that 
she sounded bad, or was inap¬ 
propriate for the part (though 
one wonders why San 
Francisco’s own Ruth Ann 
Swenson was not cast in a role 
for which she would be per¬ 
fect). But, ultimately, Upshaw 
left little impression. 

Odd sounds 

Most interest centered on 
Jennifer Larmore as Orphee. 
The American mezzo has 
recently developed quite a 
following, and stories in the 
local press reported she would 
bring her signature role, 
Rosina in Rossini’s Barber of 
Seville, to the SF Opera in 
1996. In the first act, Larmore 
was often tentative, especially 
at the bottom of her range 
where much of Orphee’s early 
music lies. Her voice some¬ 
times sounded threadbare, 
uneven, and she was unable to 
bring the music to life, though 
the audience obviously 
enjoyed her rendition of 
“Amour, viens rendre a mon 
ame,” the bravura aria which 
ends act one. 

Knowing the odd acoustics 
of the War Memorial Opera 
House, especially in the orches¬ 
tra section, and because 
Larmore’s voice throughout act 
one had sounded like a record¬ 
ing which had been “electroni¬ 
cally enhanced for stereo 
effect,” I stood at the top of the 
balcony for acts two and three. 
Hagley’s voice was the same in 
both locations, but Larmore was 
a totally different singer. 
Upstairs her voice was like dark 
velvet, lush, rich and with a 
palpable presence. (Was the dif¬ 
ference only one of location, or 
had she used act one to warm 
up?) 

Orphee’s third act aria 
“J’ai perdu mon Eurydice” 
(probably better known as 
“Che faro senz’ Euridice”) is 
one of the greatest arias ever 
written, and some singers who 
have never performed the role 
on stage have made great 
recordings of it (Maria Callas 
and Kirsten Flagstad immedi¬ 
ately come to mind). Possibly 
due to the conducting, 
Larmore’s rendition was 
bland. But moments later, 
when Orphee decides to com¬ 
mit suicide, Larmore was 
intensely moving. For the 
first time all evening I really 
felt for Orphee. 

The SF Opera chorus was 
also having an off night, sound¬ 
ing under rehearsed and with 
individual voices often promi¬ 
nent. 

In Memoriam 

The performance was dedi¬ 
cated to the memory of 
Douglas W. Allan, director of 
marketing and public relations 
for the SF Opera, who died in a 
boating accident on April 15. A 
native of Canada, Allan joined 
the company in 1992 after posi¬ 
tions with the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music in New 
York, the Stratford 
Shakespearean Festival, the 
Toronto Symphony and the 
National Ballet of Canada. He 
devoted much of his time to 
raising funds for HIV/AIDS- 
related causes and was on the 
board of Visual Aid. ▼

company opted for a 1859 edi¬ 
tion Berlioz made for the great 
mezzo Pauline Viardot. To per¬ 
form in this “San Francisco 
Opera” recording, three singers 
were chosen who have never 
before sung with the company. 
(How many of these decisions 
were made by the recording 
company, Teldec Classics, and 
how many by SF Opera offi¬ 
cials, is not known.) 

It is understandable that SF 
Opera music director Donald 
Runnicles, who did not conduct 
the Sony Herodiade, would 
want to conduct this recording. 
But considering Runnicles’ 
poor showing last Thursday it is 
even more regrettable that Sir 
Charles Mackerras, the compa¬ 
ny’s principle guest conductor, 
and an authority in 18th century 
music, was not given the pro¬ 
ject. 

Also, typically, having 
decided to use the Berlioz ver¬ 
sion, the company could not let 
well enough alone, but added 
two numbers from Gluck’s 
French version that Berlioz did 
not use. 

Poor Gluck 

But in the theater, perfor¬ 
mance is king, and one could 
excuse a great deal if the 
work had received a convinc¬ 
ing performance. Gluck’s 
music is transcendent. It mag¬ 
ically combines great ele¬ 
gance, simplicity and style 
with heartrending emotion. In 
a good performance the audi¬ 
ence feels Orphee’s anguish 
at the loss of his beloved 
Eurydice, his ecstasy at her 
return to life and his absolute 
despair when his actions 
cause her death a second 
time. Little of this was appar¬ 
ent in Thursday’s perfor¬ 
mance. 

The biggest problem was 
Runnicles’ conducting, which 
was either brutal (as in the over¬ 
ture and the Dance of the 
Furies) or leaden. Melodies 
were not phrased, rhythms had 
no inner life. Despite the fact 
the concert was being given 
after a week of recording ses¬ 
sions, the orchestra often 
sounded as if it were sight-read¬ 
ing. The string section had real 
problems playing in tune (or 
maybe it was just plain old 
wrong notes.) 

Alison Hagley’s Amour was 
the bright spot of the perfor¬ 
mance. Her crystalline voice 
was even and beautiful. One 
wished Gluck had given Amour 
more music!

P eople who encountered 
Gluck’s Orphee et 
Eurydice for the first 
time last Thursday, 
May 18, in the concert version 
presented by the San Francisco 
Opera, can be forgiven for won¬ 
dering why the work is so high¬ 
ly regarded. In fact, the evening 
is a prime example of how the 
SF Opera can take a good idea 
and mismanage it to the point 
that it becomes a liability. 

In this case the good idea 
was making the company’s first 
commercial studio recording. 
(Some of last fall’s perfor¬ 
mances of Massenet’s 
Herodiade were recorded live 
for future release by Sony.) For 
some reason (possibly the 
small cast and orchestra 
required), it was decided to 
record Gluck’s Orphee, a work 
the company has staged only 
once, in 1959. Rather than 
recording Gluck’s original 
Italian version (for male alto, 
perhaps using local coun¬ 
tertenor Brian Asawa who has 
received glowing reviews for 
the part in Europe), or Gluck’s 
rarely encountered original 
French version (for tenor, per¬ 
haps using Australian tenor 
David Hobson, who made his 
debut here last fall, and whose 
Orphee is available on video 
from Legato Classics), the

James Levine and the Met Opera Orchestra 

Luscious, and Not So Luscious

espite a program offer¬ 
ing some of the most 
gloriously transcendent 
music ever written, the 
concert given Monday, May 15, 
by the Metropolitan Opera 
Orchestra, led by Artistic 
Director James Levine, 
remained firmly earthbound. 

That is not to imply that the 
Met’s orchestra is a bad bunch. 
Far from it. Operagoers old 
enough to recall pre-Levine 
days (say, the 1960s and early 
’70s) know firsthand there was a 
time when the Met orchestra 
was regularly outplayed by the 
New York City Opera orchestra 
across the plaza at Lincoln 
Center. (I remember with spe¬ 
cial horror a Lucia at the Met in 
the early ’70s that sounded like 
a trumpet concerto by 
Donizetti.) 

What Levine has done with 
the Met orchestra in 20 years is 
remarkable. Say what you want 
about the man’s conducting (or 
about his taste in singers, or about 
his taste in productions), but he 
has turned a recalcitrant bunch of 
New York musicians into one of 
the finest orchestras around. And 
when conductors like Carlos 
Kleiber, Klaus Tennstedt, Karl 
Bohm or - occasionally - Levine 
himself are on the podium, the 
results can be evenings of which 
legends are made. 

Great expectations 

So the all-Strauss program 
the Met orchestra was offering 
as part of the Great Performers 
Series at Davies Symphony Hall 
was eagerly anticipated: the tone 
poem Death and Transfiguration 
and the Four Last Songs with 
soprano Margaret Price com¬ 
prised the first half of the pro¬ 
gram; it was followed by the 
tone poem Don Quixote featur¬ 
ing cellist Jerry Grossman and 
violist Michael Ouzounian. 

Perhaps it was that Levine 
and the orchestra were unfamil¬ 
iar with the hall, or that they are 
used to playing in an orchestra 
pit (and in a hall much larger 
than Davies), or maybe it was 
just one of Levine’s worst faults 
reasserting itself, but whatever 
the reason, the dynamic level on 
stage varied from sorta loud to 
very loud rather than from 
extremely soft to very, very 
strong. (Rather than going from 
A to Z they went from H to T.) 
Throughout the first half of the 
concert there was no sense of 
shape to Strauss’ long lines, and 
the very gradually built crescen¬ 
dos, which can make such a pow¬ 
erful climax when performed 
properly, failed to come off. So, 
despite some luscious sounds 
from the strings and impressive 
woodwind and brass playing, 
Death and Transfiguration 
sounded like a second-rate piece 
of music (which it is not). 

The lack of a true pianissimo 
(or even piano ) from the orches¬ 
tra meant that Margaret Price 
was inaudible unless she was 
singing above the staff. But that 
might have been a blessing in 
disguise. Her voice is still round 
and clear and sometimes capa¬ 
ble of producing a beautiful 
tone. But she often sang out of 
tune and missed a distressing 
number of notes entirely. 

Strauss’ Four Last Songs are 
among the greatest musical com¬ 
positions ever written. Usually 


after hearing them an audience 
floats home in a shimmering haze 
of bliss praying that heaven will be 
half as fabulous. But on this occa¬ 
sion, the work made absolutely no 
impact, even with concertmaster 
Raymond Gniewek’s gloriously 
played solo. (Perhaps Price was 
ill? She certainly seemed depen¬ 
dent upon the music.) 

Having fun 

Don Quixote is Strauss in a 
very different, much less ecstat¬ 
ic vein. The composer was fas¬ 
cinated with depicting physical 
events in music. (The story goes 
that he once interrupted a dinner 
party by lifting his knife and 
fork above his head and letting 
them fall to the table with a clat¬ 
ter. In the startled silence that 
followed Strauss said, 
“Someday I’ll be able to write 
that in music so the audience 
knows exactly what it is.”) 

In Don Quixote , subtitled 
“Fantastic Variations on a 


Theme of Knightly Character,” 
Strauss follows the adventures 
of Cervantes’ mad knight and 
sidekick Sancho Panza. In the 
process, Strauss manages to 
depict in music sheep crossing a 
road (bah-h-h-h-ing heartily), 
windmills whirling, a boat cap¬ 
sizing, and much more. 
Depending on one’s mood, this 
sometimes technically brilliant 
but, alas, ultimately second-rate 
music is either lots of fun or irri¬ 
tating beyond words. 

The Met orchestra and Levine 
were right at home, obviously 
having great fun and enjoying 
themselves in a way they had not 
in the first half of the program. 
Their astonishing ensemble play¬ 
ing produced some remarkable 
effects. If only they had been this 
inspired in the first half! 

Soloists Grossman and 
Ouzounian were superb, playing 
with accuracy and panache and 
very musically. They deserved 
every bit of the ovation they got. T

borhood, the oppressive con¬ 
striction of gender roles. 

Woodson is at home in her 
graceful portrayals of young 
people’s tentative explorations 
into their burgeoning sexuality. 
Her descriptions of the creative 
ways children find to act out 
fantasies and share new bodily 
experiences ring painfully and 
delightfully true. Who hasn’t 
explored sweet forbidden grop- 
ings in the dark with a child¬ 
hood friend, and struggled with 
the waves of guilt and shame 
that wash in with the thrill of 
pleasure? The narrator watches 
her older brother playfully 
dressing up in women’s 
clothes, a young man soon 
shipped off to die in Indochina. 
She wonders what it must have 
been like for him there, sur¬ 
rounded by all the “beautiful 
black bodies” of his fellow 
grunts, yet never able to touch 
them. Troy tells her, “girl, you 
would be a beautiful boy”; she 
thinks, “It’s as easy as that.” 
Later she falls in love for the 
first time with a Puerto Rican 
girl from the neighborhood. 
These glimpses into the confu¬ 
sion and exploration, and ulti¬ 
mately defiant acceptance of 
difference are skillfully folded 
into the story, functioning 
beautifully as bright threads in 
the broader tapestry. 

Autobiography of a Family 
Photo gently reminds us that, by 
and large, the adult world fails 
kids. We grow up and learn a lot 
of difficult, disturbing, and 
sometimes luminous lessons, 
more often than not in spite of 
the blandishments and pro¬ 
nouncements of our elders, 
rather than from them. Like 
Woodson’s intelligent and sensi¬ 
tive protagonist, we teach our¬ 
selves to walk off the “dumb, 
blank page” of annihilation and 
save our own lives. V

II acqueline Woodson is 
the author of several 
,, j V groundbreaking and 
cr j t j ca iiy lauded chil¬ 
dren’s books, including Maizon 
at Blue Hill and From the 
Notebooks of Melanin Sun. In 
her first adult novel, Woodson 
brings her considerable talent to 
bear on a piercingly realized 
chronicle of a young black girl’s 
coming-of-age in America of 
the ’60s and ’70s. 
Autobiography of a Family 
Photo is composed of a series of 
brief, dated chapters that read 
like verbal snapshots, each cap¬ 
turing a perfectly etched 
moment in time. Woodson has 
clearly honed her writing style 
on her young adult and chil¬ 
dren’s fiction. Her elegant, sim¬ 
ple prose, compressed and spare 
as poetry, packs a profound 
emotional wallop. 

Autobiography is aptly titled; 
from the first sentence to the last 
the unnamed narrator’s voice 
establishes a sense of internal 
reminiscence, of an adult sensi¬ 
bility married to the acute per¬ 
ceptions of a smart young girl. 
The book is a mind’s-eye view 
of her childhood in Brooklyn, 
growing up in a family buffeted 
by poverty, sexual abuse, 
domestic violence, betrayals 
grand and petty. Amid the era’s 
turmoil - the war in Vietnam 
that cancels the promise of a 
beloved brother’s life, social 
upheaval mirrored in teenage 
acts of rebellion - the “I” of the 
story stands in far-from-mute 
witness. This girl speaks, refus¬ 
ing to accept the yoke of silent 
complicity expected of her. She 
fights, too, against the sexual 
coercion of another older broth¬ 
er, the assumed untouchability 
of white boys who encroach on 
her black working-class neigh-

real, but it sells.” 

The author of three earlier 
books. Girlfriends, The 
Chinagirls and The Things I 
Never Told You (poetry), 
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Villanueva’s work has been 
widely anthologized and is 
often used in women’s study 
programs. The work appeals 
especially to young lesbian 
and gay readers, she says, 
“probably because the stories 
are from my own days as a 
teenager and when I was in my 
twenties. They can relate to 
that.” 

Her current book-in¬ 
progress is titled Butchtales 


and is a collection of stories 
drawn from adulthood. But 
like all her work, the new col¬ 
lection focuses on the author’s 
personal life experiences. “It’s 
kind of like an autobiography, 
but in short-story form,” she 
says. 

Villanueva draws her charac¬ 
ters close around her like the 
memories they are. She has a 
fantasy that maybe one day 
some of these women she’s 


known and loved and lost along 
the way may come into a book¬ 
store, pick up her book, and 
maybe remember the stories. 
Spinning the fantasy out even 
further, this San Francisco- 
based writer likes to think that 
somehow they’ll find each other 
again. “I always have trouble 
with endings,” she admits. “I 
guess I just like the story too 
well, or love the characters too 
much.” V

he only reason my edi¬ 
tor still lives is that he 
was not in the room 
when I dragged myself, 
numbed and betrayed, through 
the last of the 413 insufferable 
pages of Tansie. Had he been 
there, I would have been com¬ 
pelled to repay him for assign¬ 
ing this book to me by blud¬ 
geoning him to death. 

Many years ago, when it 
became clear that even the 
Pentagon didn’t know why we 
were in Vietnam, various anti¬ 
war activists (and a general or 
two) suggested that, in the 
absence of any clear goal, victo¬ 
ry could simply be declared, 
and the whole thing called off. 
Phil Ochs went on to organize 
an “I declare the war is over” 
celebration in Central Park, and 
although the war didn’t end 
immediately, I have to think 
that his glowing declaration 
helped. 

In that same hopeful spirit, I 
declare that lesbian chic is dead. 
It is no longer necessary, or 
even appropriate, for rancid fic¬ 
tion to be published merely 
because one of the characters in 
the novel purports to be a les¬ 
bian. Now I mean it - no more 
of this crap! 

To refer to Tansie (“a lesbian 
romance with a psychological 
thriller twist,” says the press 
release; “no way,” say I) as 
crap, however, is to do the 
gravest injustice to crap, which 
at least has some useful func¬ 
tions (and, if stories I read about 
dung jewelry are true, an aes¬ 
thetic function as well). The 
best thing I can say about 
Tansie is that I believe the actu¬ 
al printed pages would burn 
well. 

But what’s it all about, you 
ask? Well, I’ll give you some 
highlights. Every character is 
rich, white, talented, and gor¬ 
geous. They all ski and ride 



horses (hell, they all own hors¬ 
es) and play instruments and 
dance divinely, and each has a 
job that includes unlimited free 
time, enabling characters to 
drop in on other characters who 
happen to be in Paris (since the 
novel is set in Australia, this is 
no small drop), go to Jamaica 
for a week, and then decide to 
add a month-long skiing vaca¬ 
tion in the Alps. 

She’s the hostess 
with the mostest 

Richest, whitest, most talent¬ 
ed, and most gorgeous is Alix, a 
concert pianist and composer 
(“When she played her own 
Piano Concerto No. 5 for the 
very first time in public, it was 
immediately acclaimed as one 
of the finest ever composed in 
the twentieth century”) who, in 
her spare time, organizes the 
hostile takeover of her dead 
husband’s pharmaceutical 
house (for no reason that I 
could fathom since once she 
does, that sub-plot - more of a 
sub-plotlet - drops out of the 
novel altogether) and doesn’t 
even know she’s a lesbian until 
she meets (pregnant pause)... 
Tansie. 

Now, Tansie knows she 
prefers female lovers (the jar¬ 
gon of choice in this novel - 
lesbian is rare, and dyke non¬ 
existent), and knows that Alix 
is her one true love, but she 
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the Climate Theatre. Tickets are $10-$ 18. Call 626-9196 for 
reservations. T 
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really wants to marry a man (so 
she can have his name) and 
sleep around with lovers both 
male and female (no one counts 
past two genders in this novel). 
She just can’t be faithful to 
Alix. 

Finally, after years of rela¬ 
tionship abuses that should 
have long since sent her 
screaming into the night, Alix 
dumps Tansie and takes up with 
Dr. Jesse, who is rich, white, 
talented, gorgeous, and has a 
job that includes unlimited free 
time and who thinks that being 
in the closet is a fabulous life 
choice. 

When Alix expresses con¬ 
cern over not correcting people 
who assume the love of her life 
is a man, Jesse assures her 
that, “telling others serves no 
purpose except fueling their 
greed for gossip ... We can 
achieve far more for the gay 
community without hanging a 
banner around our necks or 
marching in the streets. My 
aim is to change the view of 
the world at large and, 
although, if it has to be done 
I’d probably march with them 
[note lesbian refers to lesbians 
as ‘them’]. I believe radicalism 
generally only helps to sub¬ 
stantiate the negative views 
people already hold.” This 
willingness to stay in the clos¬ 
et is a little confusing since the 
reaction of everyone to the 
news that Alix has “a female 
lover” is utter delight. 

In case you’re wondering. 


the brief examples of Erika 
Kimpton’s writing I’ve quoted 
are typical of the god-awfulness 
of the writing throughout: 
turgid prose (“Over the next 
couple of hours, Tansie periodi¬ 
cally allowed her eyes [what 
else?] to gaze at Alix’s body”), 
lengthy and pointless descrip¬ 
tions of every piece of furniture, 
every article of clothing, every 
bloody landscape. As for the 
characters, ugh. I remember a 
director who once said to a par¬ 
ticularly insipid actor: “It’s like 


you’re sitting in a chair and 
your ass is melting.” Well, these 
entirely interchangeable (and 
dimensionless) characters have 
their asses melting all over the 
place. 

If there were any justice in 
the literary world, Kimpton and 
Spinifex would be found guilty 
of depraved indifference to arts, 
to letters and to any poor soul 
who wastes even a moment on 
this wretched narrative. Trust 
me - Tansie is a major con¬ 
tender for worst novel ever. ▼

public in the form of an incredi¬ 
bly sumptuous collection of 
Versace’s fashion plates called 
Men Without Ties (Abbeville 
Press $75). The oversized book 
is printed on glossy stock and 
the photographs have been 
reproduced with scrupulous 
fidelity to the artist’s vision. It’s 
so lush that I have to scream 
about it: I’ve never seen a book 
that seethed with such desire. 

The photographs, which 
reach generously into Versace’s 
files, are a fashion summit: the 
work of Herb Ritts, Bruce 
Weber and Richard Avedon, 
funneling the sensibility of 
Gianni Versace. Seen individu¬ 
ally, over the years, they were 
often deemed excessive. 
Collected, they are revealed not 
only as a rich contribution to 
photographic art, but as a broad¬ 
side to the beauty and peace 
inherent in the cultivation of a 
gay sensibility. Over the years 
they’ve been a key element in 
the selling of homosexuality; 
amassed, they assume the 
stature of a political manifesto. 

Not that Versace does much 
orating. A man of few words, he 
only acknowledges, “I had been 
working on people whom I had 
always seen as being free from 
constrictions ... men of a very 
marked individuality.” It is guest 
essayist Richard Martin who 
mounts a rationale for Versace 
that is little more than a homo¬ 
sexual platform. Positioning the 
House of Versace as the 
Stonewall of Fashion, Martin 
writes, “Versace ... our era’s

vehement and unrelenting 
reformer ... begins by shedding 
the tie and goes from that seem¬ 
ingly simple act to a whole new 
conception of man in his attire 
and world.” 

Man reconfigured 

The elimination of the tie, 
says Martin, “is not just a matter 


of a men’s style shift, but of a 
completely different way of 
identifying men, displacing 
‘man,’ the gender and the cate¬ 
gory, from all the longstanding 
functions of bourgeois life and 
attire. (It) is, in fact, to recon¬ 
ceptualize man.” 

And while Martin won’t 
quite come out and say it in 
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words, that reconceptualized 
man, “loosed of restrictions,” is 
probably bisexual, certainly gay. 
Just look at the pictures. Such 
intimacy between men far sur¬ 
passes anything envisioned in 
the dear love of comrades. And 
although the photographs are 
uncredited, comparisons are fas¬ 
cinating. Ritts’ models look but 
do not see; Weber’s mannequins 
see only their looks; only 
Avedon gives his subjects 
vision. Not to be unfair, in Men 
Without Ties all three, under 
Versace’s guidance, produce 
human photographs, images that 
communicate so directly that 
viewers shiver at being watched. 
Still, it’s a veiled communica¬ 
tion. If this Love won’t speak, 
either its name or yours, its aes¬ 
thetic is mutely shrieking: Gay! 
Gay! Gay! 

Martin stops in his essay to 
excuse Versace’s sexual depic¬ 
tions and their tactics. We live 
“in a world of strict codes,” in 
which mainstream elements 
demand Versace keep his work 
in line, permitting the sexuality 
of his images only as a come-on. 
In the essay’s sole mention of 
sexuality, Martin admits that the 
photos “can be overt, not just 
covert ... but provocatively 
touched by bisexuality and 
homosexuality.” 

Although no other main¬ 
stream collection has been so 
blatant, Versace has remained 
within Martin’s codes and made 
half-hearted attempts at veiling 
the homosexual content of his 
work. The book’s only kiss is 


heterosexual; a leather boy has 
lipstick-smudged kisses across 
his image. This is how Versace 
passes the scrutiny of main¬ 
stream culture. 

Even so, in his desire to 
transform gender, to create a 
concept of gender beauty, 
Versace not only acknowledges 
male grace and vanity, the auda¬ 
cious and even insolent narcis¬ 
sism of the male - he revels in it. 
The book includes many illus¬ 
trations from mythology, from 
Rococo, Baroque and Byzantine 
art, which are the direct fore¬ 
bears and inspiration of 
Versace’s art. 

And, oh, the ache of it. 
Stunningly gorgeous men, 
draped (and undraped) in deca¬ 
dent, luxurious clothes, shim¬ 
mering in the warmth of rich 
colors and simmering in the heat 
of their beauty. And then, to 
comprehend the collective 
meaning of these pictures. 
Mindboggling. 

By comparison, much of the 
work of Mapplethorpe, like oth¬ 
ers who offer objective images 
purposefully designed to shock, 
is adolescent. Versace has little 
need to shock; he seduces one 
into the admiration of homosex¬ 
uality. What a man. No - a god. 
Oh: What a queen! ▼

Southern 

The Promise of Rest 
by Reynolds Price; 
Scribner, $24 


K eynolds Price’s novel 
The Promise of Rest 
deals with the effects of 
AIDS on a Southern 
white patrician family. Wade 
Mayfield, a young New York 
architect, is brought home to die 
by his father, Hutchins 
Mayfield, a writer-in-residence 
at Duke University (like the 
author himself). Wade’s pres¬ 
ence among his estranged fami¬ 
ly unlocks their guilt and 
remorse, and forces them to deal 
with their racial prejudices 
(Wade’s now-dead lover was 
black, and Ivory, the lover’s 
“light-skinned” sister, comes 
along to take care of Wade), fear 
of the disease and homophobia. 
Sounds like a great setup for a 
novel - and so it is. 

However, Price, whose past 
work is powerful and packed 
with flinty Southern “charac¬ 
ters” and “local color,” fails to 
engage the reader in this latest 
effort, the concluding volume in 
his A Great Circle trilogy. The 
author chooses Hutchins, not 
Wade, as the central character 
here, but unfortunately fails to 
make him likable or even 
believable. Hutch comes across 
as narcissistic and arrogant 
when we see him in action in the 
classroom at the beginning of 
the book. He speaks preten¬ 
tiously and as anachronistically 
as a character from Henry 
James. When a graduate student 
comes to ask advice about a fail¬ 
ing marriage and tells Hutch 
that sex has never been a prob¬ 
lem with his (the student’s) 
wife. Hutch exclaims, “Oh 
bountifully lucky pair!” Do 
Southerners, even professors at 
Duke, speak like this? 

Crusty centenarian 

However much Price 
describes Hutchins’ anguish, we 
don’t feel it. The only character 
who is believable and fully real¬ 
ized in the book is Hutchins’ 
101-year-old curmudgeonly 
cousin Grainger, who, in a 
crusty way, is quite witty. 

This book is almost entirely 
devoid of humor and human 
warmth. Of course the situation 
is grim, but real people can and 
do still find things to laugh at, 
even in life-and-death situations 
- and I don’t just mean “bed- 
pan” humor. 

What’s lacking, too, in this 
book is the passion and intensi¬ 
ty of a writer who has experi¬ 
enced the plague first or even 
secondhand, the passion and 
intensity of, say, the late and 
much-lamented novelist and 
poet Paul Monette. This is 
strange because Price has him¬ 
self experienced life-threatening 
illness for a number of years - 
spinal cancer - so one would 
have thought he could have 
identified more strongly with 
Wade’s suffering and described 
it more movingly. As written, 
however, Wade comes across as 
little more than a cipher, a bun¬ 
dle of symptoms. 

Price’s big mistake was, I 
think, in focusing on Hutchins, a 
character perhaps too much like 
himself in background and expe¬ 
rience. Perhaps in an attempt to 
distance himself from his alter 
ego, Price has distanced us, the 
readers, from him, also. Wade’s 
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mother Ann comes across as a 
hard-assed yuppie. Because we 
are not made to care about the 
family members, their coming 
together and “letting bygones be 
bygones” doesn’t have much 


impact on us . If Price had writ¬ 
ten the novel in the first person, 
from Hutchins’ point of view, we 
might have had more empathy 
for his character and for the fam¬ 
ily in general. ▼
